Hile the laſt Parlia- 
ment fate, I was fo 
tir'd with carrying 
News toand fro, from the City to the 
Country; then back to the City again, 
day and night, night and day, that 
upon the Ditlolution of the Seſſion, I 
refolved to retire altogether into the 
Country, to recruit my ſelf, and re- 

. freſbthe wearied Pinions of my Wings. 
Truth. *Tis a happineſs I can ſeldom 
enjoy; for't ſtill find my ſelf ſo much a- 


buyd ard feandalizd by Rumour and 
B Falſe 


Fame. 


Ly 
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Falſe Report, that daily affront me 
where-ever I come, that I hate to come 
near a Market-Town, as I hate to tell 
a lye. 

Fame. That's the buſhes which 1 
come now to thee about, to ſeek a 
Remedy how to avoid this Inconveni- 
ence for the tuture, 

Truth. And haſt thou found out the 
way, doſt think ? 

Fame. Yes. — For though the Parlia- . 
ment, laſt Seſſion, took a moſt Excellent 
way, to give a daily accomprt of their 
Proceedings, yet by reaſon of the many 
interferings of private with publick-bu- 
ſineſs, people are confounded in their 
Memories, and forget the Coherence 
of the main Tranſactions, while they 
endeavour to ſeparate the more from 
the leſs important. 

Truth. I muſt confeſs, indeed, that Or- 
der and Method are the main Aſſiſtances 
of Memory. 

Fame. Therefore I ſay, that if Thou 
wouldit but aſſiſt me in this Buſineſs, 
and recollef&ting thy juſt Memory, 
wouldſt but give me an Exa&, eaſfle, 
and methodical Relation of the Proceed- 
ings of the late Seſſion, withoutAnimad- 

verſions 


"W-" 
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verſions or Flouriſhes, but plainly and 
impartially, I believe it would be very 
much both for thy advantage and 
mine too. 

Truth. That I ſhall moſt willingly do, 
not only for my own, but the advan: 
tage ofall thoſe that, as I am perſwaded, 
read with more delight a ſucceſlive and 
cohering, then a diforder'd, and inter- 
rupted Story. 

Fame, Thereby will Fame be behold- 
ing to Truth, for the Truth which ſhe 
reports, and 7ruth be no leſs beholding 
to Fame for reporting the Verity ot 
Things. 

; Truth. Where then wouldſt thou 
have me begin ? 

- Fame. Juſt where the Parliament 1t 
ſelf began. For that, inthe procedure 
of Afﬀairs, is juſt like a full Stop and a 
Break in Writing. 

Truth. The Parliament then,as is well 
known, aſſembled, at the uſual Places 
at Weſtminſter, upon Tueſday the 21. 


- of Oftober in the year 1680. 


So ſoon as they were mer, a Meſſage 
was ſent from his Wajeſty to the Houſe 
of Commons by Sir Edward Cartere, 
Uſher of the Black Rod, commanding 

A? | B 3 the 
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the Members to attend him in the Houſe 
of Peers. Whither the Commons ac- 
cordingly repairing, his Majeſty was 
pleasd to declare himſelf to the effect as 
tollows. 

That the ſeveral Prorogations he had 
made had been advantageous to the Neighs 
bourinz States, and oſcfal to Himſelf ; as 


having employ'd that time in makng an 
perfeiting an Alliance with the Crown of 
Spain, ſuitable to what he had before 
with the United Provinces. 

That he had all the reaſon in the world 
to believe, that what was ſo much defir'd - 


by former Parliaments muſt needs be accept- 
able to them. 

Which as they were the beſt Meaſures 
that could be taken for the ſafety of Eng- 
land, a#d repoſe of Chriſtendom, ſo they 
could not but attain their ends, if our home- 
Diviſions did not render our Friendſhip 
leſs conſiderable abroad, | 

That for prevention thereof, he gave 
them all Aſſurances that nothing ſhould be 
wanting on his part, to give them the ful- 
leſt Satisfattion their hearts could wiſh, for 
the ſecurity of the Proteſtant Religion, 
which he reſobved to maintain againſt all 
Conſpiracies of our Enemies ; and to con- 

cur 
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cur with them in any propos'd Remedies, 
that might confiſt with preſerving the Crown 
in its Due and Legal Courſe of Deſcent. 

To whichpurpoſe he recommended tothem 
the ſpeedy Examination of the Plot, and 
that the Lords in the Tower might be 
brought to their ſpeedy Tryals. 

Then he laid before them the matter of 
Tangier, and the Expences he had been at 
to relieve and maintain that place ; upon 
which he defired their Advice and Aſ- 
fſtance. 

But that which he valued above all the 
Treaſure in the World, was a perfeft U- 
nion at home, as being that which onely 
could reſtore the Kingdom to that Strength 
and Vigour which it ſeem'd to have loſt. 

All Europe,he told them had their Eyes 
upon that Aſſembly, ſo that a Miſunder. 
ſtanding of each other, would render the 
Friendſhip of England unſafe to truſ? to. 

Laſtly, he exhorted them to take care 
not to gratifie the publick Enemy, and diſ- 
courage their Friends, by wnſeaſonable diſ- 
putes, which if they ſhould happen, the 
world would ſee , it was mo fault of his, 
who had done what was poſſible for him 
to do, to keep them in peace while he 
lid, and to leave them ſo when he dy'd. 

B 3 Con. 
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Conciuding, that from their prus 
dence and good affettions, he could - 
fear nothing of that kind ; but that 
he relyd upon them, that they would 
uſe their beſt endeavours to bring the Par- 
liament to a happy concluſion. 

Having ſo done, he commanded the 
Commons to return to their Houle, 
and make choice of their Speaker. 

Fame. Did the Lord Chancellor 
make no Speech at all } 

Truth. Not this time. 

Fame, Do ye know the Reaſon? 

Truth. Not I, but onely by conje- 
ture, which has no place in this Rehear- 
fal. 

Fame, Then Proceed, 

Truth. So ſoon as the Commons 
werereturned to their Houſe, a Mo- 
tion was made, That William Williams 
Eſq; might be elefted Speaker. Waich 
was preſently reſolv'd, Nemine Contra- 
dicente. Mr. Williams being thus cho- 
ſen, modeſtly at firſt excusd himſelf, 
telling the Houſe, 

* That he needed not to reckon up his 
Tnfirmities, which were better known to 
many of the Members than to himſelf. 
That as they had experience of his un- 


fitneſs

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fitneſs for their Service, ſo they had ſufſi- 


cient Demonſtrations of the aptneſs of 0- 


- ther Members then preſent. That the 


Chorce of a Speaker was the Effet of much 
time and conſideration, and that it would 
be no excuſe for them to ſay, They had 
not time for deliberation in fo great 
a Matter; and therefore, fince they had 
time, a more deliberate Elettion would be 
expetted from them. That the ſecurity 
of the Proteſtant Religion ; the ſafety of 
the King and Kingdom, and _——_ 
tion of the Juſtice of the Land, were the 
Grand Afairs in proſpeft, enough to pre- 
vail with them to depart from their firſt 
Intentions of the Fonour propos'd to him 
that day. Acknowledging himſelf to be 
ſufficiently honour d with the propoſal a- 
lone. For which reaſons he defir d them, 
wot onely for his own ſake, but for their 
Honour, to _ to the Fileftion of a- 


nother Perſon more proper for their Ser- 


. vice, and to leave him in that place where 


his Country had ſeated him. 

But this excuſe Leing rejefted by 
the Houſe, he wasby two of the Mem- 
hers conducted to the Chair, where 
being ſeated, he again ſpoke to this 
Effect, 

y B 4 That 
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That he trembled torefleft, under what 
difficulties experiencd, learned, and wiſe 
men had labour d in that Chair. Tet 
that he- was not terrified with" the 
Preſidents of thoſe © who had impared 
& their Eſtates and Healths therein ; nor 
* of thoſe who had loſt their Irves in the 
* Service, as being Sacrifices he owed his 
* Conntry. But when he confider'd that 
Jome Gentlemen had maim'd their Repu« 
tations in their Truſts, thoſe were the 
thoughts that wounded him moſt deeply, 
and would yet ſtrike deeper, did not 
they that calfd him thither ſtand by 
bim, to ſupport him in all the difficul- 
tres of the Place. | 

He farther acknowledg'd that he held 
the place by their courteſte,and during their 
pleaſure, and that if he fell, he fell into 
the hands of Gentlemen, that made him 
what he was in their Service. Concluding, 

That he was theirs alone, and their 
own intirely, placed in their Service 
without ſecking or recommendation ; and 
that he expetted no Boon, but by their 
Grace and Favour to depart as be came, 
when they ſhould pleaſe to command him, 

The Ceremony of the Election be- 
ing thus over, the Houſe was inform'd 


that 


that his Majeſty had appointed the 
next day at three a Clock, for the 
Members to preſent their Speaker, 
which made them adjourn till the 
next day in the Afternoon, 

The day following being the twen- 
ty Second of Oftober, the Houſe mer 
again in the Afternoon, at what time 
a Meſſage was deliver'd them by the 
Uther ot the Black Rod, commanding 
them to attend his Majeſty in the 
Houle of Peers, 
 Thereupon the Houſe attended ac- 

cordingly, and humbly preſented their 
Speaker to his Majeſty, who preſent- 
ly made claim, according to Cuſtom, 
in the Name of the Commons of Eg- 
land in Parliament aſlembled, of the 
ancient Rights of the Commons, tor 
them and their Servants, in their Per- 
ſons and Eſtates, to be free from Ar- 
relts and other diſturbances ; to have 
freedom and liberty of Speech in alt 
their Debates, and to have acceſs ta 
his Majeſties Perſon, as occaſion ſhould 
require. All which was allowed by 
the King. : 
ing return'd to the Houſe, the 
Speaker took the Chair, and —y

made report of what had been done, 
the Houſe 'adjourn'd till Monday fol- 
lowing. 

Fame. Hitherto I hear of nothing 
of Buſineſs. 

Truth. N@ more theo what I tell you ; 
for it was neceſſary that theſe matters 
of Form and Ceremony ſhould be firſt 
diſpatch'd. Beſides that by theſe Adts 
of Condeſcenſion in the one, and Ho- 
mage in the other, the King aſſerted 
his - Prerogative, and the People by 
their Repreſentatives acknowledg'd 
their SubjeCtion. 

Fame. I am fatisfi'd ; go on to the 
next. 

Truth. On Monday then, being the 
twenty fifth of Oober, both Houles be- 
ing met again, the firſt thing that found 
the Commons work, was a Meſlage from 
the Peers by the Lord C. F. Schroggs, 
and the Lord C. F. North, acquain- 
ting them that they had made 
an Addreſs to his Majeſty, and had 
received his Majeſties Anſwer thereun- 
to, which they thought fit to commu- 
nicates : 

* The Addreſs, which was deliver'd 
to his Majeſty by the Lords attend- 


ing 


© , 
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ing him with their White Staves, was 
to this Effet, That whereas there had 
been a diſcovery made of a horrid Con- 
ſpiracy by the Papiſts againſt his Ma- 
jeſties Perſon and Government, which 
flill continued, that his Majeſty would 
be Gracioully pleaſed to iſſue out his Royal 
Proclamation, that all Perſons who with- 
in two Months after the date of the 
ſame, ſhould come in and give Evidence 
of any Treaſon or Conſpiracy againſt 
his Majeſties Perſon and Government, 
ſhould have a_ full Pardon for all ſuch 
Treaſons, Miſprifions, and all Offences of 
Concealment, to the time limited by the 
faid Proclamation. 

To which his Majeſties Anſwer was 
to this Effect. That having confider'd 
of the ſaid Addreſs, and being willing to 
encourage the diſcovery of any Treaſons 
and Conſpiracies, as aforeſaid, he would 
iſſue forth his Proclamation accordingly, 


| and pardon all ſach Diſcoverers accord- 
| ing to the deſires of the Addreſs. 


Tueſday 2.6. of Oftober, the Commons 
fell upon the Regulation of Eleftions of 
Members to ſerve in Parliament, and 
J appointed a Committee to draw up a 
Bill or Bills, as they ſhould ſee cauſe, _— 

tnat 
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that purpoſe,more eſpecially to take care 
to inſert a Clauſe, that an Action of the 
Caſe might be brought and maintain'd 
for Damages ſuſtain'd by undue Returns. 

Then taking into conſideration the 
Meſlage which had been ſent them the 
day betore by the Lords, They alſo in 
concurrence with the Peers, voted anAd- 
dreſs to be made to his Majeſty on their 
part, to requeſt the ſame Pardons and 
Favour for limited Diſcoverers, as the 
Lords had already done. Which being 
done,Mr. Dangerfield (of whom I queſtr- 
on not but that you have had a ſufficient 
accompt already) was called to the 
Barr, there to deliver his knowledge 
concerniug the Plot. 

Fame. That will be very neceſſary for 
my Pacquet, 

Truth. It will ſo; and therefore you 
ſhall have it as briefly as poſſibly I can 
ſum it up. 

He declared to the Houſe, That when 
Mrs. C. and He waited on the Lord Pe- 
terborough, to be introduced to his R. 
#7. his Lordſhip ask'd him whether 
the Lady Powis had given him any di. 
reions how to diſcourſe the D. and de- 
fired to know what they were, Where- 

| upon 
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upon he produced a littleBook which con- 
tain'd a ſcheme of the pretended diſcove- 
ry he had made of the Presbyterian Plot. 
Wherein his Lordſhip finding ſome O- 
miſſions, order'd him to Write from his 
own Mouth, that the Presbyterians in- 
tended to riſe in the North, and joyn 
with the Scots ; which done, his Lordſhip 
carry'd him with Mrs. C. into the Dukes 
Cloſet at White-Hall, where he delivered 
the ſaid Book to the Duke, who nor 
only thank'd him for it, and his dili- 
gerice in theCatholick Cauſe, but wiſhed 
him ſucceſsin his Undertakings. Ad- 
ding withall, of what mighty conſe- 
quence the Presbyterian Plot was,it well 
manag'd ; and that he queſtioned not but 
that the effe&s of it would anſwer ex- 
pm eſpecially in the North, where 

e was aſſur'd of the*'Major Part of the 
Gentry. 

That after that his ZZ. in the hearing 
of the Lord Peterborough order'd him 
and Mrs, C. to be caretul what they 
communicated to ſuch as were to be 
Witneſſes in the Plot, for fear they 
ſhould be caught in the Subornation. 
That the D. alſo informed them, that in 
a Month or two Cmmiſſions would 
be 
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be ready as from the Presbyterians, tO 
which purpoſe he was order'd to find out 
truſty perſons that would be ready to 
accept them, which ſhould be deliver'd 
them by a perſon that ſhould be known 
by them to be no other then a Presbyte- 
rian,that they might be the more fit to 
ſwear in the Plot. That the D. alſo for 
their Encouragement to proceed in that 
ſham-Plott,promis'd them,that he would 
take care that Money ſhould not be want- 
ing , and bid them diſcover the ſame to 
the King with all expedition they could. 
That the D. made divers Vows and 
bitter Execrations to ſtand by them in 
the thing, and engag'd on his Honour 
to be their Rewarder. 

That being withdrawn from thence 
to the Lord Peterborough's Lodgings, 
they continu'd there till his Lordſhip 
had introduc'd Sir Robert Peyton to the 
Duke. 

That about four days after the faid 
Earl took the ſaid Md. D. again to the 
D's. Lodgings at White-Hall, who then 
told him that he had gained by his dili- 
gence a good reputation among the Ca: 
tholicks, adding withall, that he ſhould 
tri a ſhort time ſee the Catholick Religi- 

on 
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on flouriſh in theſeKingdoms,andHereſie 
torn up by the Roots, 

That the D. gave him twenty Guinies, 
and ſaid, if he would be but vigorous 
in wit he had undertaken already, he 
would ſo order it, that Mr. D's life 
ſhould not be in the leaſt danger, with 
ſeveral other Circumſtances relating to 
the ſaid Plot, too tedious to relate. 

Fame. Tis well enough, ſo long as 
here is the main, and chief ſubſtance 
of the reſt. 

Truth. There is ſo; and we are not 
to make Enlargements, where we intend 
Epitome's. 

Mr. Dangerfeild having made an end 
of his Relation withdrew. But the 
Houſe taking a more particular notice, 
that he had made mention of Sir Rebert 
Peyton in his Information, preſently or- 
dered aCommittee toexamine the mat- 
ters touching Sir Robert Peyton, and to 
report the ſame, andcame toa Reſoluti- 
on Nemine Contradicente, to proceed et- 
feftually to ſuppreſs Popery, and pre- 
vent a Popiſh Succeſſor. 

Upon the twenty ſeventh of Ofober, 
the Addreſs of theCommons to his Ma- 
jeſty, in concurrence with the Lords, 

tor 
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for a Ptoclamation, to aſſure all ſuch 
Perſons their Pardons, as ſhould make 
their Diſcoveries within two Months 
after the date of the Proclamation, be- 
ing prepar'd and finiſh'd by the Com- 
mitee, was read in the Houſe upon 
the Report of Mr. Zreby; and ran 
much to this Effect, 

We your Majeſties moſt Loyal Subjedts, 
the Commons of England aſſembled, being 
highly zealous for the preſervation of the 
Proteſtant Religion, your Majeſties Sa« 
cred Perſon and Government, and reſolu- 
ing to purſue with a flritt and impar- 
tial enquiry, the execrable Papiſt Plot, 
which was deteited in the two laſt Par- 
liaments, and has been ſupported and 
carried on by potent and reſtleſs Prattiſes 
and Machinations, eſpecially during the 
late Receſſes of Parliament, whereby ſe« 
veral Perſons have been terrifiedgand dif- 
couraz'd from declaring their knowledge 
thereof, moſt humbly beſeech your Mas 
feſty, that for the ſecurity of fuch Per- 
ſons, who ſhall be willing to give Evi- 
dence, and make further ſatisfaftory diſe 
covery concerning the ſame to this Houſe, 
your Majeſty would be pleas'd to iſſue 


your Royal -Proclamation, aſſuring all the 
ſaid 
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ſaid perlons of your Gracious Pardon, if 
they ſball give ſuch Evidence or make 
Jach Diſcovery, within two Months after 
the date of the Proclamation. 

With this Addreſs, the Speaker at- 
tended by ſeveral Members of the 
Houſe, waited upon his Majeſty the 
next.day in the Afternoon. To which 
his Majeſty was pleasd to return his 
Anſwer to this Effctt. 

That he did intend to dire ſich 
a Proclamation, and was reſolved nat 
onely to  proſecyee the Phit but Popery 
alſo, and to take care of the Proteſtant 
Religion eſtabliſd Ly Law, adding, 
That if the Elowſe did but go on Calm 
in their Debates without heat, that he 
Hid wot doubt, but to beat down Popery 
and all that belong'd to it. 

But to return where we ett off, ſo 
ſoon as the report of this ,Adgreſs had 
been made ;' and that it had paſsd 
Approbation, the Houſe fell the ſame 

- upon the buſineſs of Petitions, 
wh they reſented ſo high, that they 
came to ſeveral Reſolves: Firſt, that 
it;was the undgubted Right of the 
Subje&ts of '£x2/aud, to Petition the 

King for the calling and ſitting of Par- 
C liaments, 
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liaments, and Redrefſing of Grievances. 
That to traduce ſuch Petitioning 
as a vidlation of Duty, and to repre- 
ſent it to his Majeſty, as Tumultuous 
and Seditious, was to betray the Li- 
terty of the Subje&@, and contributed 
to the deſign of ſubverting the ancient | 
Legal Conſtitutions of this Kingdom, # 
and introducing Arbitrary Power. 
Which Reſolves paſſing Nemine Con- | 
tradicente, they appointed a Committee þ 
to enquire of all ſuch Perſons as had 
offended againſt the Rights of the Sub- | 
jets. 1 
Thereupon the Houſe being inform'd |} 
"that Sir Francis Withens, one of the 
Members, had offended againſt the faid | 
Right of the Subje&t, he was order'd } 
to attend the next Morning. ; 
. Aﬀer which they paſs'd a Reſolve, * 
to make an Addreſs to his Majeſty, * 


with a declaration of their Reſolution 7 


"to preferve and ſupport the Kings Per- 3 
' fon and Government, ahd the Proteſ- 
ſtant Religion both at home and a- 

broad. . 
The next Morning, Sir Francis Wi 
thens appearing in his Place, according | 
to the Order made the day-before, = | 
" Clark? 
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Clark of the Peace for Weſtminſter was 
order d to attend the next Morning 
with the Ro!! of Orders for the lat 
Eaſter Seſſions tor the City of Weſt- 
minſter. 

Fame. What could that ſignifie ? 

Truth. Thou mayſt be ture they 
knew what they did. 

Fame. I gueſs the buſineſs. 

Truth. Why then doſt interrupt me 
with thy Impertinencies ? 

Fame. Thou knowelſt, I was always 
guilty of that fault and cannot help it, 
but prithee now goon. 

Truth. Having thus done with Sir 
Francis for that time, they took Sir 
Robert Teoman's and Sir Robert Can, a 
Member of the Houſe, to task ; for 
that they in October 1679, had pub- 
lickly declared that there was no Plot, 
but onely a Presbyterian Plot. 

The words were atteſted by Mr. 
XZ Rowe the Sword-bearcr of Br:/to/, and 
Bi * John Knight a Member of the Houſe 
alſo. 

To which Sir Robert Can being cal: 
led upon by the Houſe to make his 
defence; faid litrle for himſelf, but one- 
ly flung ſeveral reflecting and reproach-

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tull expreſſions upon Sir TR Wis, 
For which as tor an offence againſt 
good Manners, he was preſently or 
der'd to receive a Reprehenſion from 
the Speaker upon his knees. Nor was 
this all, for Sir Robert being now 
withdrawn, the Houſe proceeded to 
take the matters charg'd againſt him 
into farther Conſideration, and after 
ſome time of debate, refolv'd, that it 
did appear by the Evidence given to 
the Houſe, that Sir Robert Can was 
guilty of the words before mention'd, 
and order'd him as a Member of the 
Houſe, to be expel'd the Houſe, and 
committed to the 7ower. 

Whereupon he was preſently call'd 
to the Bar and received the Judgement 
of the Houſe upon his knees from the 
Mouth of the Speaker. 

As for Sir Robert Teomans, he not be- 
ing in Town, was order'd to be ſent 
for in cuſtody of the Serjeant attend- 
ing the Houſe. 

The next day being the twenty ninth 
of Ofober, as they had been ſevere in 
puniſhing, ſo they 4kep-began to think 
of rewarding,and order'd thatDr. 7oxgue 
mould be hambly recommended =

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the Houſe to his Majeſty, for the firft 
conſiderable Church-preterment, that 
ſhould become void in the Kingdom, 
and that ſuch of the Members as were 
of the Privy Council, ſhould repreſent 
the ſame to his Majeſty. 

The ſame day the Addreſs for the 
preſervation and ſupport of his Ma- 
jelties Perſon and Government, being 
prepar'd and finiflyYd, was read in the 
Houſe to this Effect. 

That they did with mojt thankful hearts 
acknowledge, not only his Majeſties ma« 
ny former Royal Declarations of his ad. 
herence to the Proteſtant Religion, but 
his farther Manifeſtation of the ſame, in 
his Gracious Speech to both Houſes, at 


' the opening of the Parliament. And 


therefore as the Eyes of all the Proteſtants 
abroad were upon them, and that look- 
ing upon his Majeſty as the Royal Flead 
of ſo many Proteſtant Countries, they 


= could not but hope that his Majeſty would 
= be the greateſt Proteition to them, from 
whom the Kingdom has Reaſon to ex- 
pet a Mutual Aſiſtance as being in- 
would in the ſame Danger. 

They did humbly aſſure his Majeſty, 
that hoy 


would be always ready to pre- 
C 3 ſerve 
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Jerve his Majeſties Perſon and Governs 
ment, .and to ſupport the Proteſtant Res 
ligion both at home and abroad. Reſeech- 
ing his Majeſty to eſteem theſe that 
ſhould otherwiſe repreſent them to his 
Majeſty, as ſuch who deſign'd to divide 
between the King and his People, and 
defeat the meeting of Parliaments, 
that the Popiſh deſigns might ſucceed, 
Which has been made Evident by the 
Contrivance of a wicked deſign, to tranſ- 
fer the Guilt of their own Crimes upon 

his Majeſties Loyal Proteſtant Nobility 
and Gentry, , 
This Addreſs beingread and conſent- | 
ed toby the wholeHouſe,they proceed- 
edto the buſineſs of Sir Francis Withens, | 
and to that purpoſe examin'd ſeveral 
Witneſſes at the Bar. At length it ap- 
pearing not onely by the Evidence, | 
but by the Confeſſion of Sir Francis | 
hmſelt, that he had preſented an Ad- #3 
dreſs to his Majeſty, expreſſing an ab- % 
horrency to Petition for the calling 
and ſitting of Parliaments, it was Re- 
ſolv'd, That he had betray'd the un; 
doubted Rights of the Subje&ts of Eng- 
land: And Sir Francis was order'd to' be 
expell'd the Houſe, and received his 
; | Sentence 
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Sentence upon his knees accordingly, 
Saturday, the thirtieth of Oftober, 
concluded the Parliamentary TranſaCti- 
ons of this Month, and little occurr'd 
but that Mr. Secretary Jenkins acquain- 
ted the Houle, that his Majeſty, be- 
ing attended by ſuch of the Members 
as were of the Privy Council, with 
the Addreſs relating to Dr. Tongue, was 
pleasd to anſwer, That he had already 
taken care of him, and would alſo take 
him into his farther Conſideration, 

Then it was alſo that the Votes of 
the Houſe were firſt order'd to be 
Printed, _ firſt perus'd and fign'd 
by the Speaker, who had likewiſe 
Power to Nominate and appoint the 
Perſons that were to Print the ſame. 

The ſame day alſo Franciſco de Feria 
deliver'd his Evidence at the Bar of 
the Houſe, concerning the Plot ; the

ed much ſorrow for theO ppreſſion of theCatho- 
licks, and wiſh d that Oates and Bedlow 
were made away ; and then told lim,that he 
might doe the Catholick cauſe great Ser- 
vice, and might make his own Fortune, if 
he would joyn in deſtroying Oates and 
Bedlow - That 50600 Reales 4 Ocho 
ſhould be given for that piece of Service, 
and that two ſufficient Perſons ſhould be 
joyn'd with him to kill the ſaid Oates 
mid Bedlow. That afterwards under- 
Randing that Bedlow was not dead in 
Ireland, as had been reported, the ſaid 
Embaſſador renew'd his Sollicitations 
zo him to kill Oates and Bedlow, pro- 
wifrng to make good the ſaid ſum of Mo- 
wey to him, to pay his Debts and carry 
hmm into Portugal. That the ſaid Em- 
baſſador tempted him to kill the Earl of 
Shaftsbury, by throwing a hand-Grana- 
wo Into his: Coach as 'he was travelling 
wpon the Road into the Country. 

That after the acquittal of Sir George,

To which Sir 
George reply'd, That had it not been for 
him, be had not been jawd. 

That after the Tryal was over, the 
Embaſſador went to viſit the Lord 
C. F. Schroggs in his Sedan with his 
Coach of State. That the Complement 
was in Portugueze, interpreted by hum- 
ſelt to this Etie&t, My Lord, 7 am come 
to wifit you, as you are a Minifter of 
State, and as I am ſent as Embaſſador 
from the Prince of Porragal 20 the Xing 
of England, and am likewiſe to thank 
you for the Tuftice you bave done yefter- 
day to Sir George Wakeman. 7o which 
my Lord C. F. anjwered, T am plac'd to do 
Fujtice,and will not be curb'd by the Rabble. 

Which Information, amongſt the 
reſt, was Printed as it was deliverd 
more <t large, by order of the Houle. 

The ſame day alſo the Commons 
made mew Refolves, Nemine Contradi- 
certe, ito proceed tothe:tull Examinati- 
on of the Popiſh Plot, in order tothe

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their Report, and order'd an humble 
Addreſs to be made to his Majeſty, that 
all the Letters, Papers and Evidences, 
which had been delivered to the Privy 
Council, relating to the Popith Plot, 
might bedelivered in to the-Houſle, 

And thus ended Ofober. 

Fame. By the way, what became of 
the Addreſs for the preſervation of his 
Majeſties Perſon and Government 2 

Truth. Thou ſhalt hear. For though 
the Addreſs were made upon the as 
before, according to his Majeſties ap- 
pointment, yet, the Houſe had no ac- 
compt of it in a Parliamentary way till 
the Munday following, which was the 
Firſt of November. 

But firſt Mr. Secretary Fenkins made 
his Report concerning the Addreſs 
that had been orderd to be made for de- 
livery to the Houſe of all Papers, Letters 
and Evidences concerning the Plot, in 
the Cuſtody of the Privy Council; To 
which he gavean accompt in ſhort, That 
they were already delivered tothe Com- 
mittee of Lords appointed for the ex- 
amination of the ſaid Plot. Which be- 
ingdone, Mr, Speaker acquainted the 
Houſe with his Majeſties _— to 
rnelr 
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their Addreſs, declaring their Reſoluti- 
ons to preſerve and ſupport his Perſon 
and Government, &c.which was to this 
effect. 

That he thanked them heartily for their 
Zeal to the Proteſtant Religion, and aſſur'd 
them that there ſhould be nothing wanting 
both at home and abroad to preſerve it. 

Little was done the relt of this day, 
nor much the beginning of the next, 
which was 7aeſday the Second of Novem- 
ber, till Mr. 7Treby having given a full 
Information to the Houſe ot all matters 
by him reported in the laſt Parliament 
relating to the Popiſh Plot, the Houſe 
came to three moſt Remarkable Re- 
ſolves, of which two were carryed with 
a Nemine Contradicente. 

The firſt was, That the D. of Tor#'s 
being a Papiſt, and his hopes of comi 
to the Crown, had given the — 
countenance to the preſent deſigns and 

Conſpiracies againſt the King and the 
Proteſtant Religion. 

Secondly, That in defence of the 
Kings perſon and Government, and of 
the Proteſtant Religion, the Houſe did 
declare, That they would ſtand by his 
Majeſty with their Lives and ——_ 
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and that if his Majeſty ſhould come by 
any Violent death (which God forbid ) 
they would revenge it to the utmoſt 
upon the Papiſts. 

Thirdly, That « Bill ſhould be brought 
into diſenable the D. of Tork to inherit 
the Imperial Crown of Exg/and. 

In order whereunto a Committee was 
appointed to fit and prepare a Bill. 

_ Wedneſday the third of No- 
wvember little paſs'd of remark, only 
that-the Lords by a Meſſage deſired 
their concurrence to an Ad for the 
better Regulating the Tryals of Peers in 
England; and that in the Houſe of Com- 
mons a Reſolve was made, Nemine Contra- 
dicewte, That a Billſhould be brought in 
for the better Uniting his Majeſties 
Proteſtant Subje&s. ntrnbbr 

Thurſday the Fourth of Faxuexy was 
leG6 remarkable for buſineſs then the day 
beforegoing; unleſs I ſhould trouble 
thee, Fame, to carry the relation of 
preparatory Votes, or the Examina- 
tions of breaches of priviledges , or 
conteſts about Eleftions, which are 
nothing to the Generall Concern-

Fame, Thou art in the right, they are 
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not for my purpoſe, and therefore thou 
doſt well to leave it our. 

Truth. However I muſt not omit to 
tell thee, that the Bill for diſabling James 
Duke of Tork to inherit the Imperial 
Crown of England and Ireland, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, was 
this day read the firſt time. 

The next day being the Fifrh of No- 
vember the Houſes were both adjourned 
till Satarday the Sixth of November ; at 
what time the Houſe taking into their 
Conſideration the buſmeſs of che diſſent- 
ing Proteſtants, came to a unanimous 
Reſolve, that it was TheOpinion of the 
Houſe, that the Actsof Parlament-made 
in the Reign of Queen £/;zabeth, and 
King James, ought not to be extended 
againſt Proteſtant Diſfenters. And there- 
upon they order'd a Ball to be brought in 
for repeal of all or any part of the Act of 
Parliament made inthe Thirty fitth year 
of Queen Elizabeth, Chaprer the firft, 
printed in the Statute-book of Pultor. 

This done, Mr. Fexi/on, being call'd 
in, gave his Information at the Bar, 
relating to the Popifh Plot. At the con- 
cluſion of which, he was orderd to put it 
in writing, and prefent it tothe Houſe 
on 
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on the Munday following. The Sum of 
the Information was this. 

That about the beginning, of the year 78: 
he had heard Mr. Ireland, and Mr. Tho- 
Jeniſon, both Jeſuits, diſcourſe of a defigne 
. by the Roman Catholiks, to obtain a 
Toleration for the open profeſſion of their 
Religion in England ; which was to be done 
by colletting a good round Sum of Money 
among them, and bribing the Parliament. 
That they alſo diſcourſed of ſecuring theDuke 
of Y orks ſucceſſion by granting ont Commiſſ- 
ons to thoſe of the Religion to riſe upon the 
death of the King. That he heard the ſaid 
Ireland /ay at another time, that there was 
only one in the way who hindred that Re- 
ligion from flouriſhing in England ; and 
that it was an eafie thing to poiſon the King 
by the means of Sir George Wakeman. 

That in Auguſt of the ſame year, com- 
ing from Windfor, he went to Mr. Irelands 
Chamber, where he found him pulling off 
his boots, being as he ſaid newly come Poſt 
from Wolverhampton. That diſcourfing 
of the Kings paſt imes at Windſor, and 
particularly of his going a fiſhing with a 
ſmall” retinue of two or three, the ſaid Ire- 
land made anſwer, that then he might be 
eaſily taken off. That the ſaid Iteland 
offered 
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offered him to quit him of a debt if he 
would be aſſiſting to the taking off the King, 
urging how meritorious it would be, and 
how much to the glory of God. 

That upon his refuſall, Mr. Treland asf'd 
him if he knew any ſtout Triſh Gentlemen ? 
upon which he nam'd Lavallin, Karney, and 
Brahal, together with one Wilſon, an Eng- 
liſhman. Of which Gentlemen the ſaid Mr. 
Ireland d:d approve as fit for the deſign. 

That at another time he heard Mr; 
Tho. Jeniſon ſay, that if C. R. would not 
be R. C. he ſhould not be long C. R. Ad- 
ding, that the King being excommunticate 
pony depos'd, he was no longer King, 

Having heard this Information, theBill 
againſt the Dukes Inheritance was read 
2 Second time, and two Refolves made. 

Firſt, That the Bill ſhould be commit- 
ted to a Committee of the whole Houſe, 

Secondly, which was done Nemine 
Contradicente, That the excluſion in 
the ſaid Bill ſhould not extend any fur- 
ther. then the Perſon of the Duke of 7ork 
only. After which the Houſe adjourned 
till Munday the Eighth of November ; the 
moſt remarkable paſſages of which day 
were, firſt a Conference with the Peers, 
manag'd by the Lord Privy Seal, at

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what time his Lordſhip did deliver to 
Mr. Zampdey, and the reſt of the Mem- 
bers, ſeverall Examinations in writing 
relating to the Popiſh Plot, acquainting 
thera tarther,That all otherPapers of the 
fame Concern, in the Cuſtody of their 
Clerk, ſhould be delivercd to the Clerk 
of the Houle of Commons, upon his 
giving a Receipt for the ſame.

Tweſday the Twenty third of Novem- 
ber, the Addreſs for appointing a publick 
faſt and day of Humiliation through the 
whole Kingdom was reported and 
agreed to, and confirm'd by the Concur- 
rence of the Lords. 

The fame day ſeveral Perſons who 
had beenof the Grand-Jury the laſt 7ri- 
ity Term for the County of Midd#e- 


ſex, being called in, gays an FOOmey 
Q 
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of the Proceedings of the Court of Kings 
Bench in Reference to thediſcharging of 
Grand-Juries. 

Other Perſons being call'd in, gave 
an accompt bf the Charge given by 
Baron Weſton the laſt paſt Summer Aſ- 
ſizes for the County of Serrey: Upon 
the debate of which two Informations, it 
was refolv'd Nemine Contradicente, 

That the diſcharging of a Grand-Fury be- 
fare the end of a Term, Aſlizes or Seſlions, 
while buſineſs was depending before them, 
was Arbitrary, Illegal, contrary to the 
Tudges Oaths, and tending to the Subverſion 
of the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom ; 
and that therefore a Committee ſhould be 
appointed to Examine the Proceedings 
the Judges in Weſtminſter all, and 
report their Opinions. 

The next day being Wedneſday the 
Twenty fitth of this Month an Addreſs 
was reſolv'd upon todefire his Majeſties 
favour, that all Diſſenters proſecuted 
upon the penal Statutes of — Eli- 
zabeth, and King James, againſt Popiſh 
Recuſants might be admitted to a Com- 
pofition in the Exchequer without Pay- 
ing Fees, 

The Attorney General * being then 
call'd 
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call'd in, and Examin'd in reference t6 
the Proclamation againſ® Tumultuous 
Petitioning, and declaring that Sir Fray- 
cis North was adviſing and*aſliſting ir 
the drawing up and paſling the ſaid Pro- 
clamation, It was 'therenpon reſolv'd, 
Nemine Contradicente, That the Evi- 
dence given againſt Sir Francis North,was 
a Sufacient ground for the Houſe to proceed 
againft him upon an Impeachment = High 
Crimes and Miſdemeanours: And orderd 
the Committee appointed to Examine 
the proceedings of the Judges to draw 
_ up an Impeachment accordingly. 

* Thurſday the Twenty fifth of Novem: 
ber, nothing in the morning was done 
Conducing to the Series of this Relati- 
.on; only that the Underſherift of Noy- 
folk being complain'd againſt, was or- 
der'd to be ſent for, to anſwer ſeveral a- 
buſes and miſcarriages laid to his Charge. 

But in the Afternoon according to 
Appointment, the Houſe attended his 

ajeſty in the Banqueting Houſe with 
their Addreſs for a Publick Faſt, to this 
Effect. 

That being deeply ſenſible of the ſad and 
Calamitous Condition of the Kingdom, 
occafion'd by the Impious and Fiorrid Cox- 
ſpiracies 
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racies of the Popiſh Party; ſtill perfiſti 
jp the ao dereable 4a ags >. 
withſtanding the many diſcoveries by Gods 
mercyand Providence brought to light which 
impending one not being otherwiſe to 
be prevented but by Gods particular bleſſing 
upon his Majeſties Great Council the Parlia- 
ment, they did in all Humility beſeech his 
Majeſty that a day might be ſolemnly ſet 
apart by his Royal Proclamation, to the end 
that by Faſtingand Prayer the Goodneſs and 
Power of God might be implor'd to divert his 
Fudgements und defeat the Wicked Counſels 

and devices of the Enemies. + 

To which his Majeſties Anſwer was, 
That, he would give order for a Day of 
Humiliation as was defired. 

Friday the Twenty eighth of Novem- 
ber, his Majeſty return'd his Anſwer in 
the behalf of the Proteſtant Diſſenters, 
That they ſhould be diſcharg'd, and that 
without Fees, as far as might be done ac- 
cording to Law, and that they ſhould be re- 
commended to the Judges. | 

'The fame day the Houſe reſum'd 
the debate relatirig to the Impeach- 
ment of Mr. Seymour, and at length re- 
ſolwd, That there was matter ſufficient in 
the Four Articles upon which to Impeach 
him

him. .Whereupon an Impeachment was 
drawn up'to, this Efte&, 


That whereas the Sum of Frue hundred 
Eighty four thouſand nine hundred ſeven- 
ty eight Pounds two ſhillings two pence was 
rais'd by Att of Parliament for the ſpeedy 
building Thirty ap. of War, and there- 
by appropriated to that uſe; and whereas 
it was Provided by the ſaid Att, That the 
Treaſurer of the Navy ſhould keep the 

faid Money apart, and pay it forth to no 
other uſe or intent but only for the building 
and Rigging of the ſaid Thirty Ships. 
Tet that he contrary to the ſaid Att, and 
his duty did lend the ſum of goo00/. 
Parcel of. the ſaid Mony, at Eight per 
cent, for the ſuppors and continuance of 
an Army that then ought to have been 
disbanded by 4# of Parltament, whereby 
two Atts were Eluded and the Army 
Continud, to the great hazard and dan- 
ger of the Peace and Safety of the Nation. 

Secondly, That whereas the Pole-mony 
was rais d by Att of Parliament to enable 
his Majeſty to enter into an Adtual War 
againſt the French King, and only for that 
uſe, And whereas certain Eaſtland "Mer- 
chants did undertake to furniſh his Ma- 
jeſties Stores upon aſſurance of Forty 
thouſand 
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thonſand pounds, parcel of the ſaid Mony de* 
poſted inr the par of % faid —_ 
mour as was by him acknowledged, yet 
that he the faid Mr. Seymour payd 
away the ſaid Forty thouſand pounds to 
the Viftwaters 4 the Navy by way of ad- 
vance, and for Provifions not brought in, 
Whereas by the Proviſion of the Att, the 
ſaid Mozey ſhould have been paid to the 
ſaid Eaft-land Merchants. 

Fhirdly, That norwithſtanding he 
had 3oool. a year for attending the 
Office of Treaſurer, yet that out of the 
Money appointed for ſecret ſervice he re+ 
cerved 300d 4. a year more, which was 
daly paid bin, as well during the Seſftons, 
as daring the Intervals of Parliament 5 
and particularly during, the Prorogation 
of Fifteen Months. | 

Fourthly, 7hat on or about the Eigha 
teenth year of his Majeſties Reign; daring 
the Dutch War, the ſaid Ed. Seymour 
being one of the Commiſſioners of Prize 
Good; did fraudulently and in deceit of 
bis Maiefty unlade a certain prize Ship 
taken'from the Dutch without any Authori- 
ty for ſo doing, and ſell the Goods, pres 
tending them to be only Maſcovado Sus 
gors, And accompred with his Majeſty 

F for 
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for ſuch, whereas in truth the Ship was 
laden with Cochencel, and Indico, goods 
great value. 

Saturday the Twenty ſeventh of Ne- 
vember, nothing was done to the advan- 
tage of this Compendium, only that 
whereas the Commons had ſenta Me- 
ſage to the Peers, to deſire them to 
appoint a Committee to joyn with a 
Committee of theirs for adjuſting the 
Methods and Circumſtances relating to 
the Tryals of the Lords in the 7ower ; 
the Lords return'd their Anſwer this 
day, That they had appointed a Com- 
mittee of their Members in Comply- 
ance with the Meſlage of the Com- 
mons, to which purpoſe they had ap- 
pointed five Lords to meet in the af- 
ternoon in the Court of Wards.

; which at preſent ſurrounded them, that 
$ they were the leſs ſurprit'd to hear of 
- the Exigence of Tangier, remembring 

that fince it became a part of the Engliſh 
Mn Dominions, it had been ſeveral times 
R commanded by Popiſh Governours, in 
- particular a Lord impeached, and in the 
F Tower for the Popiſh Plot, and that the 
, ſupplies ſent thither conſiſted moſt of Popiſh 
. Officers and Soldiers. And therefore 

as to his Majeſties recommendation of it 
) Zo their Care, they did with all FHumi- 
lity and reverence Anſwer, That though 


in due time they ſhould omit nothing in- 
, cumbent upon them, for preſervation of 
, every part of his Majeſties Dominions, yet 


when ſuch a ſtorm of Ruin and Confuſton 
threatud the Land, to come to any 
| F - Yr e/oluti Ons 
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reſolutians in that matter, before they 
were ſecured from the dangers ariſing from 
the Power of Popiſh Perſous and Councils, 
they did not conceive would confiſt either 
with their duty or their Truſt- 

Then they dilated upon the reſtlefs en- 
deavours of the Popiſh Party, the mira- 
culous diſcovery of their deſigns, and their 
Continid influence at Court, and the Ar- 
bitrary proceedings of corrupted Fuſtice 
in the intervals of Parliament, all which 
they _—_— at large to his Majeſty. 

And therefore ont of their Allegiance 
to his Majeſty, their Zeal to Religion, 
their faithfulneſs to their Country, they 
had upon mature deliberation popes one 
Remedy of thoſe great Evils, without 
which all others would prove vain and 
fruitleſs. So that if after all the Pri-

2 ” 
ſtrength of the Popiſh adverſary nor en- 
creaſe the publick danger. Which defires of 
theirs if his Majeſty would wouchſafe to 
grant, fhe would not only be ready to aſſiſt 
his Mijeſty, in defence of Tangier, but eo 
whatſvever elſe ſhould be in their power to 
enable his Majeſty to protect the P roteſt ant 
Religion both at hcme and abroad, and 
to repel the attempts of his and the King- 
doms Enemies. 
Fame. What was theAnſwer which his 
Majeſty was pleas'd togivetothisAddreſs? 
Truth. find no mention of any in the 
accompt which the Commons gave of 
their own Tranſaftions; which makes 
me forbear to inſert the Vulgar Reports, 
And now between the next day, 
which was the Thirticth of November, 
and the Eighth of December, you muſt 
expect a vacancy of Parliamentary bu- 
ſineſs, both Houſes being buſied in the 
Tryal of the Lord Stafford, trom day 
F 3 to 
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to day till that time. For though the 
Houſe did ſit in the Afternoons, yet it 
was Cither to releaſe Priſoners, or hear 
Petitions, which are things altogether 
out of our Dioceſs. 

'The Tryal began the Thirtieth of 
November 1680. and continu'd till the 
Seventeenth of December following. 

The firſt day, the Lord High Steward, 
Heneage Lord Finch, Lord High Chan- 
celor of England, the Nobility, and 
the Commons of Ezg/and, ' having 
taken their ſeveral and diſtin places 
in Court, And 'the Priſoner being

depoſing,and Killing Heretick Kings. 
Then bringing his Arguments home 
he called. to mind the Murther of Sir 
Edmund-Bury Godfrey, 
The Tampering with Bedlow to 
yorrupe and leſſen, his Teſtimony, 
and, 


Their 


Their. Chargin Oates, with Infa 
mous Crimes by falſhqod and Subor- 
nation, to invalidate his Teſtimony. 

The particular Evidence was open'd 
- A Sir Francis Winington. Shewing 
Eft. 

The gztraordinary advantages the 
Papiſts had to enter upon the Con- 
ſpiracy. The creeping of Papiſts 
at the bottom, and others that drove 
on their Intereſt into his Majeſties 
Councils. 

The eaſfineſs of ſome Men to favonr 
the Papiſts : new projeQs ſet on foot 
for a Reconciliation - between the: two 
Religions, by diſtinguſhing the Church 
from the Court of Rome, Papiſts of 
Loyal and diſloyal Principles. Which 

ave: them great Encouragement to ſee 
{tr freely the Pen -was drawn. in 
their favour. 

The Kings Commands of putting 
the Laws in Execution fruſtrated 
by the Publick Miniſters of their fati- 
on; and the ſeverity of - thoſe Laws 
turned upon the Proteſtant diſſenters. 

Laſtly their great hopes of a Popiſh 
Succeſſor, 

As for the proof of the Plot in ge- 
5 neral, 
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teral, he Cired the Attainders of 
Coleman . and” Langhors, and ſeveral 
Priefts and Fefuites; The Attainders 
of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey's Mur- 
ther; and the Convittion of the Af- 
ſaſſinator of Mr. Arnold, And in ſhort 
the Convidtions not only af WTreaſons, 
and Murthers, but of almoſt all other 
Villianies whatfoever. 

To this he added, that proof would 
be made of the difcourſes of the Preiſts 
and Jeſuits abroad, of the great alter- 
ation that would be in England ere 
long. And that the King was a He- 
retick and might be deftrgyed, which 
DoQrine was diſperſed by the induſtry 
of ſeveral in England. 

As to particulars againſt the Prifo- 
ner, he urg'd that proof would be 
made of his being at a Confult at the 
Lord 4{ton's . Houſe at Tyxa/ for the 
Killing the King. 

That he offecat 5001.. out of his 
own purſe for carrying on the Plor, 
and particularly -that part of Killing 
the King, | 

Fhat the Prifoner himſelf had 
tempfed one of the Witneſſes to Kill 
the King, with ſeveral other Circum- 
ſtances 
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ſtances tending to that and the Gene- 
ral deſign. 

Then Mr. 7reby proceeded to call 
the witneſſes to ſhew the Univerſal 
Conſpiracy. 

The firſt was Mr. Smith, whoſe E- 
ducation had given him great Oppor- 
tunities of knowing the inſide of the 
Papiſts Afﬀairs, 

He teſtified, © That upon his firſt 
* arrival in France he came acquainted 
* with Abbot-Montague, Gaſcoyn, and ſe- 
Tyeral other Prieſts and Jeſuites who 
© promisd. him preferment both among 
©them and in England, it he would 
*turn Catholick, for that they did 
* not doubt but that the Popith Re- 
*ligion would come into England very 
*fon, as not queſtioning a Toleration 
«firſt, by which they ſhould bring, it 
*in without Noiſe: And Secondly, be- 
* cauſe their party was very, Strong 
* in Exglard, and in a few years would 
"be able to bring.it in right or wrong, 
* That Cardinal Grimaldi, whom he 
© met by Accident in Provence , 
© told him, he had great Aſſurances 
©* the Popilh Religion would prevail in 
* Eng/and; and that there was but one 
that 
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«that obſtructed it, who'though a good 
& natur'd Perſon, yet they could not ſo far 
* prevaile upon him, but that they muſt 
* be forc'd to take him out of the way. 

« That in Rome he faw Colemans 
«Letters and read them once a Month, 
* wherein he gave Intelligence of ſeve- 
* ral Paſſages, that happened in the 
*Court; how that the Duke, the 
* Queen, and the cheif of the Nobili- 
*ty were of their ſide : How they car- 
© ried Matters, what waies the Lord 
* Clifford and Str William Godolphin uſed 
* to efte&t the work; and that they 
« did not Queſtion but to get the Lord 
«Treaſurer Danby on their fide. 
« That coming into England, he found 
* the Popiſh Clergy of Eng/and of the 
* {ame Opinion, that they did not doubt 
*the Romiſh Religion would ſoon 
* come 1n. 

*That he knew nothing as to 
«* the Lord Stafford, but only that 
* one Smirh wrote a Letter up to 
*the Lord Stafford out of the North, 
* near Where he lived, to complain 
* of two or three Juſtices of the 
* Peace that were active againſt Pope- 
«ry. Upon which Sir Henry Calver- 
ley 
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* ley was turned out of Commiſſion. 

* That upon the firſt Glimpſes of the 
« diſcovery, the aforefaid Smith, wri- 
* ting tothe Priſoner whether he in- 
© tended to make over his Eſtate or 
*1no 2? 

The Priſoners Anſwer was, © That 
«ſeveral did, but he wonld not, in re- 
* gard he expected a ſudden alteration 
* of the Government and Religion. 

Mr Dugdale being called next upon 
the General Plot, gave an accompr, 
* That he had been acquainted with 
«2 deſign for bringing in the Popiſh 
« Religion about Fitteen years, 

* That he had been ſeveral times 
© informed by Ewers, his Ghoſtly Fa- 
* ther, that ſeveral Lords in ſeveral 
« Parts of England were to carry it on, 
« that is, that they were to have Mo- 
* ney and Arms ready for thoſe that 
«* wanted upon the death of the King, 

« That he had ſeen ſeveral Letters 
*from Paris, Rome and St. Omers, en- 
* couraging Mr. Ewers to goe on and 
* encourage the reſt that' were engaged, 

* That he heard nothing till lately 
* about Killing the King ; That there 
*came a Letter from the Priſoner to 
Ewers 
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« Ewers, to ſhew that things weat on: 
« all] well beyond © Sea, and hoped 
* they did ſo here. 

« That of late he had been with 
« ſeveral Prieſts and Gentlemen ia the 
« Countrey, when they have had Con- 
« ſaltations ſor introducing their own 
« Religion and taking away the Kings 
«Life, which was alwaies intended 
« to be effeted either in November, 
« December, or January, 1678. 

«©That he received 5067. at one 
« time, which he gave to Mr. Ewers, 
* who return'd it to London to carry 
«*0n the deſign. 

© That it was agreed that the Lord 
« Aſton, Sir James Symons and others 
« ſhould go in Oftober 1678. to dil 
* poſe of a certain Quantity of Arms 
« which they had received ſomwhere 
*to the value of 30000 /. 

* That he was by, when he heard 
© it diſcours'd, that the King of Fraxce 
* was acquainted with the deſign, 
*and that he had promis'd to furniſh 
* the Papiſts with Men, and that he 
* would not be wanting with other 
Aſliſtances. 


That 
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* That he opened a/Letter ſent to Mr, 
* Ewers, dated the day of Sir Edmund. 
© Bury Godfreys Murder, contaijni 
5; this Expreſſion, This night Sir Ed: 
* mund-Bury Godfrey zs diſpatched, 


« That Sir James Symonds, the Lord 
« Aſton, Mr. Draycot, Mr, Howard and 
* Mr. Gerard, did to his knowledge 
* contribute toward the carrying on of 
* the charge for raiſing Arms and 
o prug'rs them; and ſaw Letters 
* trom beyond Seas, that all things 
* were ready as to the Arms and 
* that there wanted only Qrders how 


* they ſhould be diſpos'd, 


* That Mr, Gawes declared in the 
* private Chappel at Boſcobel, that who- 
* ſoever was adtive for introducing - 
* the Romiſh Religion or killing the 
* King, ſhould have a free Pardon of 
*all his fins. 


© That he had heard that -when 
*the King ſhould be- killd, ſeveral 
* ſhould be provided with Arms, and 
* riſe ofa ſuddain upon the Proteſtants

Mr. Prance being next called, de. 
clared, © That one Sing/eton a Prieſt,

Dr. Oates being called, declared, 
© That in the year 1676. he was ad- 
* viſed by one Kemiſh, and-one Sing/e-

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* --#, both Prieſts, to haſten berunes 
* home to the Church of Rome, for 
* that the Proteſtant Religion was upon 
Tits laſt Legs. 


© That being ſent by the Jeſuites to 
i Yaladetid, he opened certain Ler- 
* ters which the Jeſuitcs in England 
*had given him to deliver to thezr 
& Cor-reſpondents ; which Letters did 
*« expreſs what hopes they had to et- 
* fect their deſign in England tor car- 
*rying on the Catholick cauſe; and 
& for advancing the Intereſt of the 
'* Pope of Rome: 


* That Coming into Eng/and wit 
& Letters to Strange Provincial of the 
© Tefuites, he found Femmes lying ill 
* upon Cranes Bed; ar what time 
* Keines fard lie was forry that honelt 
*Wilam ( me2ning Grev2 that was 
* hang'd) had miſfcarryed. All this in 
'©rhe year 1677. But generaily that 
* they had been brooding over their 
* geſign long before the tire,

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*In 1678. He obſerved by ſeveral 
« Letters that they were as buſie in 
* Treland as in England, and that the 
* Talbots and others were very buſlie 
*in raiſing Forces, and were reſolved 
© to let in the French King, if the 
« Parliament ſhould urge the King to 
© break with France. And that Mor- 
* ran was ſent into 7reland as a Viſitor, 
*to take an accompt of the readineſs 
© of the 1riſh. ; 


*That in March, intelligence came 
*< to the Jeſuites of an Attempt that 
* had been made upon the King, but 
 ©that he had eſcaped, through the 
* negligence of Pickering in fixing the 
« Flint of his Fire-lock. 


* Mr. Dennis, an Jriſh man being

* Then Mr. Feniſon declared, that he

*tro gafn a Toleration, by procuring a

* and bribing the Parliament ; and alfo

* And that at another time, one Mr. 
" © Cufil a Jeſuite declared, that he 
* thought Mr. Coleman intatuated, to 
* owe notice to Harcourt, Jreland, 
* and Fenwick, to burn their Papers up- 
* onthe diſcovery of the Plot, and not 
** to burn his own. 


Then the Clerk of the Lords Comit- 
tee delivercd 1n the ſeveral Attainders 
and Judgments enter'd upon Records, 
upon the Conviction of Coleman, Lanz- 
kern, and the reſt. And upon the 
motion of Mr. Treby, the Attainder of 
Mr- Col-man was openly read in Court ; 
in regard there was more of ſpecial mat- 
ter 1n that, than in any of the reſt; 
oy - more 
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more ,efpecially among many other 
things; mentioning his proceeding, in 
Relation to the carrying'on of the 
Plot, viz. his trayterous Correſpon- 
dence with La Cheje, the King of Fran- 
ces Confeſſor ; and with Montieur Ro- 
vigni, the, French King's Envoy in Eng- 
land, for the bringing in of a Forrein 
Force, to carry on the deſign. After 
which the Court adjourned, 


The next day being Wedneſday the 
firſt of Decemd. 


The Court being fat, the Witneſſes 
were called to give in their particu- 
lar Evidence againſt the Priſoner, of 
whom the firſt was Mr. Dugdale, who 
being ſworn, declared, That at a 
meeting at Tixall, either at the latter 
end of Auguſt, or beginning of Septem- 
ber, in the Tear 1678, where ſeveral 
were preſent ; the bulineſs of that 
meeting was t0 debate and determin up- 
on their former Reſolutions both beyond 
Sea, and at London before, both to take 
away the Life of the King and Intro- 
duce the Popiſh Religion, wherein they 
came at that time to a full Concluſion ;

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: and that the Priſoner, was there 'pre- 
ſent, and did with the reſt conſent to it. 


That at another time, coming from 
Stafford to Tixal to Maſs he made his Com- 
plaint to the Evidence, that it .was a 
fad thing the Papiſts could not ſay their 
Prayers but in a hidden manner, but 
that ere long if things took Effet, the 
Romiſh Religion would be Eſtabliſhed. 


That at another time, the Priſoner 
ſending for him to his Chamber, commend. 
ed his fidelity; and for his taking away 
the life of the King offered him 500l. for 
his Charges and . Encouragement, and 
that he ſhould go to London with him 


aud be under his care. 


That the Priſoner, giving the reaſons 
at another time of his being. ſuch | an 
Enemy to the King was, becauſe he had 
been a great ſufferer for the King, but 
wot taken notice of, but that rather 
Traytors and Rebels were rewarded. 
Wlich was enough were not Religion in 
the caſe, which was of a higher Nature, 


That 
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That the Priſoner had told him, that 
in caſe he did kill the King, he ſhould have 
a free pardon ſor it, the K ing being an 


Excomunicated Traytor and an E- 
wemy to Feſus Chriſt. , 


That he ſaw a Letter under the Pri. 
foners hand, to this Effett, That all 
things went well for carrying on the 
deſign, and*ſo he hoped, they did 


here. 


Dr. Oates, being ſworn declared, 
That while he was in Spain, he - met 
with ſeveral Letters ſigned Stafford, 
"wherein he aſſured the Feſuites that were 
of the Iriſh Nation, how Zealous he 
would be in promoting the Catholick de- 


fig 


In other Letters the Priſoner blamed 
Colemans openneſs, and for Communicat- 
ing great Secrets to Men, of whoſe fide- 
lity his Lordſhip was not ſecure. 


That in the Month of June 1678, 
The Priſoner came to Mr. Fenwick's 
Chamber, and there received a Commiſ- 
fron from him to pay an Army, or as 

wear 


\ 
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mear as the Dr. could remember, to be 
paymaſter General of the Army, aſſurin 
Fenwick that he was going juto Stat- 
fordſhire and did not queſtion but to 
give a good accompt how affairs ſtood, 
wot doubting but a his return, Grove 


ſhould do the buſineſs. 


Mr. Turbervile, upon his oath, de- 
clared , That being Caſt off by his Rela- 
tions for refuſing to enter into Popiſh 
Orders, he was put to ſhift for bimſelf, 
to which purpoſe he went beyond Sea, to 
ſeek for imployment. That having ſpent 
Jome time at Paris without ſucceſs, and 
being upon his Return into England, he 
was recommended to the Priſoner then 
at Paris, who beeng informed of his Con- 
dition, after he had been with his Lord- 
ſhip ſome time, told him there was a 
way whereby he might not only retrieve 
bis Reputation with bis Relations, but 
make himſelf a happy Man, and at 
length after many Obligationg- to ſecrecy, 
told him the King was a Heretick and 
a Rebel againſt God Almighty, and 
that it was to take away his life. 


pl 
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To this the Priſoner made, firſt a 
general reply, That he looked upon the 
Houſe of Commons as the great Repre- 
ſentative Body of the Commons of Eng- 
land ; and to be accuſed by them, was 
ſuch a load, which ſo afflitted him, that 
he was ſcarce able to bear up under it. 
Which with other things had fo diſord- 
erd his ſence and reaſon, that he ſcarce 
knew how to chear himſelf to. their 
Lordſhips, as he ought to do; and there- 
fore with all Humility begged their Lord. 
ſhips pardon, if he ſaid that which might 
give offence, or urged any thing that 
might not be to the purpoſe. 


"That he looked upon Treaſon to be 
the Greateſt fin in the world. 


That as to the Doitrine -of King-kil- 
ling and ahſolving perjons from their 
Allegiance, he could not ſay, the Church 
of Rome did hold it, he. never heard 
fo; it may be it did, it may be not, 
But that there was au Engliſh College 
of Prieſts at Rhemes, that in their An- 
notations upon the Fourteenth Chapter 
of the Epiſtle to the Romans declared 
their diſlike and deteſtation of this Opinion ; 
aud 
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and that the Doftors of the College at 
Sorbonne, owned it to be a damnable Prin- 
_ And that for his own part he 
id in the preſence of Almighty God, 
ſolemnly declare, that he deteſted any 
ſuch Opinion, as he did Damnation to 


himſelf. 


That the Mannagers began their Charge 
with telling their Lordſhigs that there 
was a horrid deſign to Murder the 
King, &c. wherein the Roman Catho- 
licks, and all the Church of Rome were 
concerned , but how did' that concern 
. him? for that they had not offered one 
Proof, that he was of that Religion. 


That he was accuſed of ' having en- 
" deauvourd to kill the King : But that all 
accuſations of Ti reaſon ought to be ac- 
companied with circumſtances, Antece« 
dent, Concomitant and Subſequent. And 
the whole Compaſs of his life, had been 
otherwiſe. That in the beginning his 
late Majeſty had made him a Peer. That + 
in the beginning of the war, he retired 
mnto. Flanders; whence afterwards he 
came into England ond ſerved his My- 
jeſty Loyally and faithfully ; and that he 

waited 


waited mupon* the preſent King in his 
Exile. 


That after he heard of the diſcovery 
of the Plot, had he known himſelf Gail. 
ty, he had a fair opertunity to have 
run away. That he was offered the 
Kings Pardon if he would confeſs his 
fault: If then after notice he came to 
Town, ſuffered himſelf to be taken, refu- 
ſed his Pardon, and yet had been guilty, 
he ought to die for his folly as well as 
bis Crime. 


Deſcending to particulars, he deſired, 
that the depoſitions of Dr. Oates, upox 
wich he was committed by the Lord 
Cheif Tuſtice, the depoſitions of Mr. Dug- 
dale taken in the C ountry by Mr. Lane 
and Mr. Vernon, and that of Mr Tur- 
bervil's taken before Sir william Polt- 
, ney, and Mr. Warcup might bs produced, 
that he might be able togconfront what 
they had then ſworn in Court. 


To which the Mannagers for the 
Commons replyed, 7Zhat if . his Lord- 
ſhip could tell wherein the Witneſſes 
had contraditted themſeFves, he might 

: Produce 
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produce the Depoſitions. That what was 
ſworn was entred in the Lords Journal 
two years before, whither any Man might 
repair, but after two years time and 
three weekes given him to prepare for his 
Tryal, to defire the producing of Depoji- 
tions, » hich he might have. done before, 
was only to gain time for the Viva 
voce Evidence to be Þ pecans and 
therefore humbly prayed it might not 
be admitted. For that for a Priſener 
to call for Depoſitions at the Bar from 
the Proſecutors, was a very ſtrange and 
unreaſonable demand, 


Nevertheleſs the Priſoner ſtill urged 
the producing of the aforementioned Af- 
fidavit, -affirming, Mr. Turbervile had 
ſworn faiſe in point of Time; as having 

ſworn one Time in his Depoſition, another 
in his Teftimony at the Bar. 


The Priſpner was asked, whether 
there were any other variation than that 
of the Time, in Mr. Turbervile's Depo- 
fition ; But his Lordſhip could alledpe 
no ether that he knew of. 


There- 
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Thereupon the Lord High Steward 
demanded of the Mannagers, why the 


Priſoner might not have the avail of 
his Exception. 


To which the Mannagers replyed, 
That they were not conſcious of any Va- 
riation, and that they were confident 
that if the thing were produced it would 
make againſt the Priſoner, for that the 
Variation to which the Priſoner excepted, 
had beex corretted in time by the Evi- 
dence himſelf ; however that they could 
wot do it of themſelves without the leave 
of the Houſe. 


Thereupon the Lords withdrew to 
conſider, and upon their return, the 
Lord High Steward told the Prifoner, 
That their Lordſhips found anOrder enter'd, 
for his Lordſhip to have Copies of every 
thing that concerned him in that Toute ; 
and that if he had not taken out Copies 
'twas his fault. And that as for his 
demand of Turbervile's afidavit, their 
Lordſhips did not find any Oblization at 
all upon them( as a Court, tt conrern 
themſelves in that Matter,

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To this the Priſoner ſubmitted ; how- 
eucr he deſired, That the Fournal and 0. 
ther. Papers might be —_ into Court, 
together with the two Afidavits of Dug- 
dale takex by Mr. Lane and Mr, Vernon, 


To which the Lord High Steward 
made anſwer. that thoſe demands were uy. 
der the ſame Rule; that what Evidence was 
before the Court of Peers he ſhould have, 
but as for the Evidence not in Court he 
ought to have come provided with it, 


This dispute being over, the Priſoner 
deſired * longer time, and fain would 
have had the Oourt.have adjourned till 
the morrow after the next day. 

But this alſo the Mannagers of the Try- 
al oppos'd, urging, what an advantage it 
would be to the Priſoner ts chuſe his own 
time to anſwer their Evidence ; inſtan- 
cing the endeavours that had been uſed ta 
ſuborn and deſtroy Witneſſes. 

Thereupon the Lords adjourned to 
their own Houſe andafter a ſhort Stay 
ſent word to the Commons, that they had 
ordered the Priſoner to be brought agaiz 
to the Bar the next day by ten of the 
Clock.

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The Third and Fourth Day 


Was wholly taken up by the Prifonet 
in making his Defence. 

And firſt, he pleaded the Statute of 

- the 13th. of this preſent King, by which 
no man is to be proſecuted but-within 
ſo many Months. 

But to that he received a ſhort An- 
ſwer, that he was not impeach'd upon 
that Statute, but upon the Common 
Law, and the Statute of the 25th. of 
Ed. 3. which was only declarative of 
the Common Law 3 befides,that though 
the Statute of the 13th. of this King, li- 
mited the Proſecution of ſome Offences 
to be within ſix Months, yet the Pro- 
ſecution for Treaſon might be at any 
time. 

After that, he fell to impeach the 
Credit of the Witneſles, thereby to 
render invalid the Teſtimony that had 
been given againſt him. 

His firſt Exceptions were againſt Mr, 


, 8 Dvrgdale, for that his Lordſhip was not 
at Tixal, as the Witneſfes had ſworn, 
neither at the latter end of Auguſt, nor 
at the beginning of September ill = 

H 12th. 
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12th. To this purpoſe, his Daughter, 
the Marchioneſs of Wincheſter; and one 
Mrs. Howard affirm'd, the firſt, at the 
Tryal of Sir George Wakeman, Mr. Dug- 
dale ſhould fay, That he was to receive 
Orders from his Lordſhip in Jane or Ju- 
ly, and that his Lordſhip was at a Con- 
ſult at T7xall in Aigaſt. 

Mrs, Howard afftirm'd,that at the ſame 
Tryal, being asked to be poſitive in 
the Month of my Lord Stafford's com- 
ing down, he ſaid, that his Lordſhip 
came down in Juze or July but that 
the Conſult was in Azg»ſ#, where the 
Priſoner was preſent. 

To which it was anſwered, that the 
Ladies did not agree in their Teſtimo- 
nies; one affirming, that the Witneſs 
ſwore he was to come down, and the 
other, that he did come down; and 
therefore, conlidering their Relations' 
to the Priſoner, their Teſtimony .was 
to be look'd upon as partial, | 

His Second Objection was, that when 
his Lordihip was at Tixhall, he never 
ſent for the Witneſs into his Chamber; 
but that the, Priſoner's Servant, upon 
his own Requeſt, brought him ; and that 
there was no opportunity for ay”; 
Dil- 
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Diſcourſe, becauſe his men were in the 
Room all the while. 

\For this, the Priſoner brought two 
of his Pages, Furneſe and - Leigh, who. 
atteſted, that they were with his Lord- 
ſhip all the while that Dugdale was in 
the Chamber; that he did not remem- 
ber that ever Dugdale was there but 
once; and that he does not remember, 
that ever his Lordſhip bid him go out 
of the Room, 

To which it was anſwered, That it 
was a hard Matter for men ro come thus 
in the Negative, to remember how of- 
ten Dugdale had been in my Lord's 
Chamber ; and that it was a hard mat- 
ter for a Servant to gain Credit, by 
ſaying, his Maſter never bid him go 
out of the Roomin his Life: Things thar 
might be done, and yet eſcape the Me- 
mory of a Servant of more Age, and 
leſs Inclination to ſerve their Maſters. 
To which might be added, that the 
two Young Men were Servants to the 
Priſoner, and of the ſame Religion 3 
there being alſo no ſmall reaſon to be- 
lieve, -that more than ordinary praftice 
had been uſed to. prepare Evidence on 
the Priſoner's behalt : Beſides, it» was 
H 2 ob 
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obſerv'd, that Leigh's Memory was 
ſomething imperfe&, not — 
that Dugdale was with his Lordſhip a 
that day, which his Lordſhip acknow- 
leged, and the other Witneſles agre- 
E 


It was alſo remarkable, that Farneſe 
was asked by the Lord High Steward, 
whether he ever ſaw Dxgdale alone in 
his Life ? He anſwered, Never in his 
Life. To which the Lord High Stew- 
ard replied, Why, you ſaw t tO- 
gether that Morning you brought them 
to the Chamber. | 

But to ſhew, that it was not ſuch an 
unuſual thing for.Dugdale and the Pri- 
ſoner to be alone, two Witneſles were 
brought for the King, Hanſon and Ar- 
fel, who ſwore, that they had ſeen them 
more than once, alone. 1n private Dil- 
courle together. 

The ncxt thing the Priſoner endea- 
voured to prove, was, that Mr. Dug- 
dale ran away from the Lord Aſtor's 
for Debt ; to which purpoſe, he call'd 
Thomas Sawyer, who atteſted the ſame; 
and that he heard him ſay, he would be 
tevengd of the Lord Afton, if ever it 
lay. in his Power: And farther, ar 
r00 
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took a Glaſs of Drink, in his preſence, 
and wilh'd it might be his Damnation 
and Poyſon, if he knew any thing of 


the Plot. 


*% 


To the firſt ObjeQion, it was ſworn, 
that the Diſcourſe of the Country, was, 
that he went away for fear of the Plot; 
and three. Juſtices of the Peace aftirm'd, 
that he was apprehended upon Suſpiti- 
on of being in the Plot 5 who therefore 
tender'd him the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy, which he took. Others 
ſwore, that Mr. Dxgdale endeavour'd 
to come to an Accompt with the Lord 
Afton while he was in the Tower ; but 
that the Lord Affon refus'd to ſpeak 
with him; and that one time, Mr. Dug- 
dale going to the Tower upon the ſame 
contbe, one of the Lord Aftor's Ser- 
vants came where he was, and paying 
him a great deal of Reſpe&t, ſaid, he 
was as honeſt a Gentleman as ever liv'd 
in a Family. 

Other Witneſſes ſwore, that being 
Steward to the Lord Aſton, there was 
no other perſon between his Lordſhip 
and him z but that he was next to my 
Lord, and governed the reft of the Fa- 


mily, 
H 3 Thar 
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That he had always had a' good Re- 
port, not only with the Lord Aſton's 
Tenants, but alſo with the Work-men, 
and thoſe people that had Dependence 
upon the Family. 

As for Mr. Dzgdale's Denial of his 
knowledge of the Plot, 1t was urged, 
that that proceeded only from the Ap- 
prehenſlion of the danger he was in 
eſpecially before he had taken a Reſo- 
lution to diſcover. 

Tne next Objection was, that he 
ſwore fallly, when he faid, he told of 
the Letter about the Death of Sir' Ed- 
gondbury Godfrey, before it was known 
he was kill'd ; which was atteſted to the 
contrary by the perſons, who were 
{worn to be the pertons acquainted with 
the ſaid Letter. 

.But this was refuted by two Witneſ 
ſes, that (wore, the ſaid perſons were 
by, when the News was told ; in Con- 
ſirmation of which, two Gentlemen of 
Quality ſwore, ' that the Report of ſuch 
a thirg was ſpread all over the Coun- 
try,betore 1t was poſſible for it to come 
by the ordinary way of Intelligence. 
Beſides, that one of the Prifoner's Evi- 
dence was an Ancient dcaf Man. and

ſo no wonder he ſhould atteſt that he. 
never heard of any ſuch thing. 

The next Objection was, That he 
had corrupted perſons to ſwear falſe a- 
gainſt him and others, Robinſon, Mur- 
ral and Holt. 

As for Robinſon, he was prov'd, by 
no leſs Perſons than the Earlof Maccles- 
field, and one' Mr. Booth, a Member of 
Parliament, to be a meer Scoundrel 
and Cheat, and one that confeſs'd him- 
{clf to be a Rogue. 

As for Holt, he was known to be a 
Vicious, Lewd Fellow; and one- that 
had - threatned to murther the King's 
Evidence, for coming in againſt the 
Lord Aſton. 

As for Maurral, who atteſted, that 
Money had been offer'd him by Mr. 
Dugdale, toſwear againſt Sir James Sim- 
mons, and Mr. Howard; he was prov'd 
to be a poor needy Fellow that went 
vagabonding about the Country, 

But beſides all this, in oppoſition to 
theſe Witneſſes on the Priſoner's (ide, 
1n this Particular, other Witnetles were 
brought, who ſwore, that there had 
been Endeavours to have ſuborned 
them to ſwear againſt Mr. Dugdale ; 
H 4 of 
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of which one ofthem was profer'd 700 /. 
to take off. his Evidenee, or deftroy 
him; which wasdoneby one Pleſſprgton, 
Steward to the Lord Bellafis: And that 
'at another time they found a Letter, for 
him to ſubſcribe for the blaſting of Mr. 
Dngaale's Reputation. 

His Objection to take off the Credit 
of Dr. Oates, was this, That he faid, 
he knew nothing of any other Perſons 
engaged im the Plot; and yet after that, 
he accus'd the Queen. 

But Sir Phillip Flozd being call'd up- 
on by my Lord, to atteſt this Paſſage, 
cou!'d remember nothing of it. 

The Lord Privy Seal was alſo defir'd 
to declare his Knowledge in this Mat- 
ter 3 but he remember'd nothing of 
xt neither. 

Neither did the Earl of Berkley re- 
member any ſuch thing ſaid by the Do- 
Gor in the Council; but m the Lords 
Houſe, he remember'd, that the Doctor 
being ask'd the Queſtion, faid, he had 
no more to accule in relation to Ezg- 
land, but that in Ireland he had. To 
which it was anſwered, that this was 
faid after the Doftor had accus'd the 
Priſoner at the Bar, and fo could not 
concern hin, As 
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As to the Accuſation of the Queen, 
it was not poſitive, nor of his certain 
Knowledge, but only Circumſtantial 
Proof : And ſecondly, it might not be 
then ſo clear at that time tothe Doctor, 
whether the Queen were a perſon ca- 
pable of an Acculation; and then again, 
that the Anſwer of a Man to a ſuddain 
Queſtion, who had ſaid ſo much, and 
had ſo many things in his Mind, ſhould 
be taken ſo ſtrictly ; and that he ſhould 
be held for perjur'd, becauſe that he 
did not at that inſtant renember that 
particular of the Queen, was a very {- 
vere Conſtruction. 

His next ObjeQtion againſt the Do- 
Qor, was, that he went to be of the 
Popiſh Religion, and fo was of that Re- 
ligion which was Idolatry ; and being 
a Turn-coat from his Religion, was 
not to be credited. 

To which it wasanſwered, that there 
, had been Men of Great Fame in the 
Church-of England, and of great Learn- 
"1mg too, «that had changed their Reli- 
gion more than once. | 

His ObjeCtions againſt Mr. Turbervill, 
were,that he had ſworn, in his Afﬀidavit, 
73 and 76, for 72 and 75. 
| But 
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But, it was prev'd by Sir William 
Ponliney, that he came the next Morns» 
ing, before any body in the World had 
queſtioned him upon it, and redtified 
the Miſtake upon his own accord, . 

The next ObjeGion was, That Mr, 
Tarbervill was a Coward, and ran a- 
way from his Colors. | 

But to that, Mr. Turbervill produc'd, 
m Court, an Honourable and Authen- 
tick Diſcharge from his Commander, 
under Hand and Sea}, which was view» 
ed by the Dake of Moxmonth, and o- 
thers of the Lords, without Contradi- 
ion. : 

Next, he brought Farneſe and Leigh 
again, to atteſt, that they never faw 
Tarbeyvill with the Priſoner, at Paris ; 
which was a Negative prov'd by his 
own Servants. ' ii 

In Anſwer to which, it was obſerv'd, 
That Twrberville was introduc'd by grea- 
ter Confidents than they werez and 
that it might be eafte for Mr. Tarbervill 
to come in the Company of ſuch Per- . 
ſons, and the Boys not take notice of 
him. ; 

Another Objection was this, That 

Turberuill had {worn, he was not well 


us'd 
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us'd by the Lord Powjs and his Lady, 
when he was well us'd. To atteſt which! 
he brought one to atteſt, that he was 
permitted to he in a Room near the 
Lord Powis's Chamber. To which it 
was reply'd, that that Teſtimony might 
not hear what unkind Words might paſs 
between them 3 or how he was thwart- 
ed in his ExpeQations from the Earl. 
And as to the Kindneſs of Mr. Tarber- 
vill s Relations, all that the Priſoner 
could prove, was, that his Brother 
and Siſter had given him Seven Pounds 
never to ſee him more. 

The next Objection was, That Tyr- 
bervill had (worn, that the Earl of Caſtle- 
main was at Powjs-Caſtle ſuch a time, 
which muſt be in the Years 72, 73, or 
74; which he endeavoured to prove 
by the Atteſtation of one Lydcot, once 
a Servant to the Earl of Caſtlemain, and 
with him all thoſe Years : But he was 
obſerved to be fo out in his Calculati- 
on, ſo miſtaken in the Year, and ſuch 
an exaQ Follower of the Romiſh New 
Stile, that Notice was taken of it by 
the Court, | 

On the other Side, it was ſworn by 
Mr. Arnold, That he had not heard a 

i better 
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better Character of ry Man, from all 
ſorts of People, in his Life.. 

By Mr. Hobby, That he had never 
known or heard, but that he had be- 
hav'd himſelf like a Worthy, Honeft 
Gentleman. 

By one Mr. Matthews, a Divine, that 
he never knew him ouilty of an Evil 
Ation ; but that he was a perſon of a 
fair Reputation. 

By one Mr. Seys, Thathe never knew, 
in his Life any perſon, that could al- 

e him. 

The ſame alſo, or to the ſame Effect, 
was {worn by Captain Scndamore. 

It was farther obj<Cted, That Mr, 
Twrbervill was a Stranger to the Priſo- 
ner, and that the Deſign of the King's 
Death, was too great a Secret for a 
Stranger to be acquainted with, 

To which it was anſwered, That the 
Quality of the Perſons that introduced 
him to his Lordſhip, was to be confi- 
dered. 

They were Prieſts, and therefore it 
was no wonder, that when they brought 
him to Þ15 Lordſhip for ſuch a purpoſe, 
that they ſhould prevail with his Lord- 
ſhip to give him Credits and to _ 
wit 
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with-a perſon ſo likely in his Circum- 
ſtances to make ſuch an Attempt. 

But the main Objection was, That 
Mr. Twrbervill had (worn, that hisLord- 
ſhip returned into England by the way 
of Calice; with Count Cremmont ; net- 
ther of which was true. 

To which it was anſwered, That 
Mr. Twurbervill {wore, only accordin 
to Information, and by a Lettet which 
fignified to him, that his Lordſhip 
would return by the way of Calice 3 
and he knew nothing of the Change of 
his Lorſhips Reſolution, That it. ap- 
peared upon Oath, that Mr. Twrbervill 
ſaid at Diep, in expeQation of his Lord- 
ſhips coming 3 but being inform'd, that 
he went another way, took the firſt 
. Opportunity of a Paſſage; without 
which Information, there was no Rea- 
ſon for him to have invented ſich a 
thing 3 or to have adviſed his Campa- 
nion to make haſte to Calice, to take 
the Advantage of my Lord's Conveni- 
encyz a thing which he did out of 
Friendſhip. 

The Evidence on both fides, being 
thus clos'd, as it was thought, the Court 
adjourn'd, and the Loxds being return'd 
to 
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to their Houſe, gave 'notice to the 
Commons, that they had order'd the 
Priſoner to be ſent for again the next 
day byen of the Clock. 


The $5xf, Day, being Saturday Dec. 4. 


The Priſoner being brought to the 
Bar, made a new Requelt, thit he might 
call ſome Witneſles that he had forgot 
the day before, to impeach the Evi- 
dence that had ſworn againſt the Credit 
of his Witneſles, and farther, to impeach 
thoſe that had ſworn againſt himſelf ; 
which though it were at firſt oppos'd, as a 
thing not cuſtomary,wasat length conde- 
ſcended toby the Managers, to ſpare the 
Lords the trouble of withdrawing. 

The firſt was the Lord Ferrers, as to 
the Reputation of Mr. Southal, one of 
Mr. Dugdale's Witneſles, who atteſted, 
that al} he could fay, was by Hear-ſay : 
That he had the Reputation of being 
active 1in-the late Times againſt the 
King, and was counted a pernicious 
Man againſt the Government. In an- 
ſwer to which, the Lord Brook being 

defired to ſpeak what he knew of the 
ſaid Mr. Southa!, gave him the Chara- 
| ter 
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.Charatter of an honeſt, an able, and a 
good Church-man 3; and Mr. Levenſox 
Gower, called to the ſame purpole,gave 
him the Character of a Zealous Proſe- 
cutor of the Papiſts 5 and one of whom 
they that 'were principled by the Pre- 
ſervation of the King and the Proteſtant 
Religion ſpoke well. 

The next was one Dale, to whom 
the Priſoner put the Queſtion, what he 
knew about Dygdale's offering him 
Money, and - whether. Dugdale never 
perſuaded him toſiwear againſt my Lord 
Aſton ſomething he knew not ? 

To which he anſwered poſitively in 
the Negative. 

After this, the Priſoner having ſum- 
med up all his Objections before rect 
ted, againſt the King's Evidence, inſiſt- 
ed upon ſeveral Points of Law. 

Firſt, That there was no Prelident,that 
Proceedings Criminal did ever conti- 
nue from Parliament to Parliament, this 
having continued three. 

Secondly, Whether a Man, in Capi- 
tal Caſes, was not to be proceeded a- 
=_m by Indictment, firſt found by a 

rand Jury, and not by Impeachment 
either of a fingle Perſon or Body of Men. 
Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, He conceiv'd there was no 
Overt At alledged in the Impeach- 
ment. 
 Fourthly, He deſired to prove they 
were not Competent Witneſſes that 
ſwore againſt himz for they ſwore for 
Money. 

Fifthly, Whether a Man could be 
condemned for Treaſon by one Witneſs, 
there not being two Witneſles to any 
one Point. 

As to the Firſt, it was anſwered, that 
it could be no doubt, in regard their 
Lordſhips had reſolved, and ſent it 
down to the Commons; and that it - 
was entered in their Books as the Law 
and Conſtitution of Parliaments ; that 
not only Impeachments, but all Judici- 
al Proceedings, continue from Parlia- 
ment to Parliament; that it was now 
the Law of their Houſe, and conſe- 
quently, the Law of the Kingdom. 
And therefore they having declared it, 
and ſent it down to the Commons, they 
had good reaſon to proceed upon the 
preſent Impeachment. 

To the Second, That an Impeach- 
ment of the Houſe of Commons, which 


is the Grand Inqueſt of the Nation, was 
more 
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more than an Inditment, and more ef- 
fe&tual to bring an Offender to Jws 
ſtice. | 

To the Third, That there were Q+ 
vert Ads enough in Proof, and ſuffici- 
ent in the Impeachment z as the receiv- 
ing a Commiſſon to be Pay-Maſter of 
an Army 3 the offering Money to a per- 
ſon to hire him to kill the King, and 
conſulting with ſeveral perſons met to» 
gether about killing the King, and 
cnanging the Government of the Nati- 
02: All-which were laid in the Im- 
peachment, as fully .as made out in 
Proof. 

To the Fourth, His Lordſhip infiſt- 
e] very much, that his Council might 
a:gue it, whether there were a neceſ{it y 
of two Witnefles. to every Overt Act, 
aileadg'd as Evidence of High Treaſon? 
But the Council for the Priſoner, was 
ving the Argument, as a thing impoſit- 
ble, to apply themſclves to the Study 
of a Caſe urforeſcen; the Lords return- 
ed to their Houſe to conſider upon 
It, | 

In an hours time they rcturn'd, and 
the Juoges, according to Dircttiors, de- 
liver'd their Opinions in order, That if 

I there 
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there were ſeveral Overt As, which 
were Evidences of the ſame Treaſon, if 
there were one Witneſs to prove one 
Overst AQ, at one time, and another 
Witneſs, to prove anather Overt A& 
at another time, both the Atts being 
Evidences of the ſame Treaſon, they 
were two ſufficient Witneſles of the fame 
Treaſon, and would- maintain an Indi&- 
ment, or an Impeachment of Trea- 


'To the Firſt, it was anſwered, That 
astothe hiring of the Witneſlesto ſwear, | 
it could be no point of Law, till ths 
Fat be prov'd; that His Majeſties Grace 
and Bounty to his Witneſles, was no 
Objection to their Teſtimony, when e- 
very private perſon allows his Wirnefles 
a Maintenance, without prejudice ts 
his Cauſe. Neither would he tax the 
Houſe of Commons, who were the Proſe- 
cutors, as his Lordſhip had prov'd, to 
their Advantage againſt himſelf. 

After this, the Houſe adjourn'd, and 
appointed the Priſoner to be brought 
up again on Monday, by Ten of the 
Clock.

Whether words 
did amountto an Overt Ads and whe- 
thet two Witneftes, in feveral places, 
did amount to a Legal Teſtimony? 

Upsri which, being ask'd by the 
High Steward,whether he had atiyy thing 
more to fay 2 He went on again with 
new Repetitions, That he had not been 
prov'd a Papiſt; that he hop'd he had 
cleard his Innocency, by making ap- 
pear the Perjury of the Witneſles.

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Then, as if he had intended to make 
a kind 'of a Diſcovery, .he told a long 
Story, That he believ'd, that ever fince 
the Reformation, the Papiſts had had 
ſeveral wicked Plots and on as 
Babington's, and the Earl of Weſtmer- 
land's Plot, in the Reign of Queen Eli- 
Zabeth ; the Lord Grey's, Lord Cobham's, 
and Lord Brooks's, in the Reign of 
King James. 

That he did believe, that Coleman's 
endeavouring, by Money out of France, 
to keep off Parliaments, was that 
which he could not juſtifie by Law ; 
and he did believe by the ſame Letters, 
that ſome Conſultations had been had, 
for a Toleration 3 and that if he- had 
known as much then, as he did fince, 
he might have prevented many things.

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Being ask'd again, whether he had 
done? He would fain have prevail'd a- 
gain, for his Council to have been heard 
upon the points of Law before-menti- 
oned 3 But the Managers of the Tryal 
replied, That there was nothing that 
deſerv'd an Anſwer ; that there had 
been nothing offer'd new, but what had 
been over-ruld already, unleſs it were 
a point of Law that aroſe upon matter 
of Fat not prov'd. That the laſt day, 
all had been ſaid by his Lordſhip that 
he had to fay; and therefore to begin 
the matter again, was a thing hot to be 
admitted, After which the Court ad-

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Having read out his Paper, he defi- 
red permiſſion to pray after his. own 
Form ; which being granted,he kneel'd 
down by the Block ; and pulling ano- 
ther Book out of his Pocket, read a La- 
tin Prayer 3 which when he.bad can- 
cluded, he gave the Paper to Sheriff 
Bettel ; and then direfting his Speech 
to the People, he defired God to blefs 
them all, and to preſerve his Majeſty, 
whom ke exhorted the People to faith- 
fully obey, being as good'a Prince as 
ever govern'd them z and ſo after ſome 
ſhort Diſcourſes, in Private with his 
Friends, he ſtretch'd himſelf upon the 
Block, and bidding the Executioner 
take his Cp Pornay, his Head was 
ſoon ſever'd from his Body, and held 
up to the view of the People. 


The Tryal being thus over, the 
Houſe was again free for Buſineſs. 

Wedneſday the 8th. of December, was 
the day ſubſequent to the Sentence ; 
but in regard it was. only ſpent in a- 
mending Elections, and diſcharging Of- 
fenders upon their Petitions, we are 
obliged to pals it over.

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The next day, being Thurſday the 
gth. of December, Colonel Zirch repor- 
ted, from the Committee, appointed to 
examine the Matter of Information, giv- 
en by 'Mr. Peter Norris, that the Com- 
mittee, having taken the ſame into their 
Confideration, had not thought (fit to 
come to any Reſolution therein ; but 
had order tiim to zepart the Matter 
(pocudly; which he did, accardingly to 
this Effect. 

That upon:the Complaint of Mr. Nor- 
ris, that ſeveral Papers had 'been taken 
from him, ſent for the/ſaid Papers, then 
in aCheſt, in the:Council Chamber, 

That the occafion.of Mr. Norris's.go- 
ing beyond Sea, both :by the ſaid Pa- 
pers, and by a Certificate delivered by 
the Earl of Eſſex, to the Chairman of 
the Committee, and by Dr. Tong's In- 
ftruftions, appear'd to be, to fetch 0- 
ver one Dowdel, an Iriſþ Prieſt, who 
had been converſant with the Prieſts in 
France and Jreland, that manag'd the 
Plot 4n. Exgland and Ireland; and by 
that means was privy to the wholePlor, 
which he had made known, by ſeveral 
Leters, to Dr. Tong, peruſed by the 
Earl of Eſſex; beſides that; Satisfation 

L 2 
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was given by a known Merchant in 
oe ay that the faid Dowdal was an 
underſtanding Perfon, and fit to be cre- 
dited. 

That by an Order of Council , the 
18th. of July, 1679. the ſaid Dowdal 
was permitted to come from Dover,and 
ſtay for a Month. 

That after the ſaid Order for hiscom- 
ing, - Dowdal died, not without Suſpi- 
tion of a violent Death. 

That upon Examination how it came 
to paſs, that Norris was in ſo much dan- 
ger beyond Sea, particularly at his com- 
ing Aboard the: Calice Pacquet-Boat , 
thathe was Impriſoned at Dover, brought 
from Dover by a Meſſenger, was a par- 
ticular Deſcriprion given of him, to 
Mr. Secretary Jenkins, the 29th. of 
May, 1680. 

That upon Examination, who gave 
this Deſcription? They found,that [ho- 
mas Sheridon, who had lately been 
with the D. at Bruſſels, and came over 
with him in the ſame Yacht, carried the 
faid Deſcription to the Duke, and that 
it was brought him by one Anthony 
Day, DoRtor of Phyſick to the late Ar- 


my in Flanders. That Day confeſs'd, 
| That 
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That coming one day to viſit Mr. She- 
ridon, he told him in Diſcourſe, That 
now the. whole Plot would bediſcover- 
ed : For he heard, there was one gone 
beyond Sea, to fetch over a Prieſt that 
knew it all. That Mr. Sheridox defir'd 
him to deſcribe the Perſon; to which 
he reply'd, He knew neither the Perſon 
nor the Prieſt ; but that one Joh: But- 
kr, near the French Ambaſſador's, had 
told him ſo. That Mr. Sheridoz deſi- 
red him to get a Deſcription 3; which 
he did, writing the ſame from the ſaid 
Butler's own Mouth,all but the laſt Lines 
which Butler was ſince dead. 

That Sheridon had confeſs'd, that he 
did go to the ſaid Secretary Fenkins,and 
told him, that there was one gone over, 
who knew as much of the Plot as any 
Man. 

That the Secretary commanded him 
to give him a Deſcription of the Perſon. 
That thereupon he did go to Mr. Day 
for the Deſcription, which Mr. Day 
gave him, and fo he delivered it tothe 
Secretary. | 

They fonnd alſo, that the Deſcripti- 
on ſo delivered, a Letter was written 
by Mr. Cook, which the Secretary de- 

| L 3 clar'd 
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clar'd,, he would take upon himſelf, 
to this Effect: 

That the Secretary being call d away ha- 
ſtily, towait upon the King at Windſor, 
had commanded hins to ſend the Incloſed 
Deſcription of a _— to ſuch a oze, who 
was to keep a firif Eye over hin and bis 
Company, if they Landed at Dover, till 
they ſhould be carried before a Magiſtrate, 
who was to tender them the Oath of Alle- 
giance and Supremacy; which, if they re- 
frs'd, then they were to be ſent to Priſon ; 
if they took them, ſome handſome Courſe 
was to be taken to detain them, till the 
Secretary was acquainted with what was 
done: Upon which, Norris was copemitted 
to the Common Priſon. 

All which, being of a more than or- 
dinary Nature, was refer'd,by the Com- 
mittee,to the Wiſdom of the Houle. 

The next day, being Friday, the 
oth. of December, the Houſe took the 
Report aforeſaid into Confideration ; 
and the Secretary having grven an Ac- 
count of his Proceedings therem, with- 
drew. Nor was it long after, before 
the Houſe came to a Refolve, That the 
Impriſonment of Norris was illegal,and 
that the Proccedings of Sir L --—þÞ.

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deſcribing; the Perſan , of Norris, and 
direting bis Impriſonment, was Illegal

Whereup- 
on it was preſently order'd, that he 
ſhould be expelled the Houſe; which 
was done the next day, with ſo ſevere 
a Reprimand, as ſufficiently ſhew'd the 
Indignation of the Houſe againſt his 
Proceedings. 

Wednſl , the 15h. of this Month, 
his Majeſty having ſent for the Commons 
ro m—— him in the Houſe of Peers, 
was pleaſed to declare himſelf in a ſhort 
Speech, to this Effed :

As for Tangier, he told them, That 
i they thought the place worth the 
keeping, they mult take it into ſpee- 
dy Conſideration; being an Expence 
otherwiſe above his Power. 

Promiſing for his own part, the 
falleſt SatisfaQtion they could wiſh, 
for the Security of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and a Concurrence with them 
in any Remedies, conſiſtent with the 
preſervation of the Succeſſion, in the 
Legal Courſe of Deſcent. 

Concluding, That being ſo ready 
on his part, to ſatisfie their Deſires, 
he deſired to know how he ſhould 
be affiſted by them, and what they ex- 
pected from Him? 

This Speech being reported by the 
Speaker, they refolv'd into a Commit- 
tee of the whole Houſe. After which, the 
| Speaker reſuming the Chair, they came 
to ſeveral Reſolves, Nemrine contradicente, 
1. That one way for the ſuppreſling 
of Popery, was to baniſh all the 
Conſiderable Papiſts out of Englazd. 
That 
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That as long -as the Papiſts had any 
hopes of the D. of Tork's Succeflion, 
both the Proteſtant Religion, and the 
Lives, Liberties and Properties of the 
King's Proteſtant Subje&s were in 
Danger to be deſtroy'd. 3. That there 
ſhould be a Bill brought in, for the 
Aſſociation of his Majeſties Proteſtant 
Subjets, for the Safety of King, Reli- 
gion and People, againlt all Invaſions, 
or Oppoſitions whatſoever; and to pre- 
vent the Succeſſion of the D. of I. or a- 
ny other Papilt. 

. Thurſday the 16th. was ſpent for the 
moſt part in reading of Bills. 

The next day, being Friday,the 17th. 
of December, upon a Report, by Sir 
William Poultney, from the Committee, 
appointed to draw up the Impeach- 
ment againſt Mr. Seymoxrr 3 the Arti- 
cles of Impeachment were order'd to 
be Ingroſs'd, and Mr. Seymour to be 
taken into Cuſtody, by the Serjant at 
Arms, who was impowered to take Se- 
curity for his forth-coming. 

Saturday,being the 18th, they took in- 
to ſerious Confideration, his Majeſties 
Laſt Speech 3 and afterſome debate, re- 
ſolv'd,that an Addreſs (ſhould be prepar'd 
in an(wer to it. Mon+ 
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Monday the 2oth. produc'd nothing 
at that time remarkable, but only the 
Addreſs, which was then read and a- 
, to, and preſented the - next 
ay. 


Taeſday, the 21th. of December, not 
much more was done than upon the 
day before, only that an Informarti- 
on was given into the Houſe , that 
one Henry Carew , a Fryar, of Saint 
Mahes, m France, had, for ſeveral 
Years Jaft paſt, executed the Office of 
Surveyor of the Cuſtomes in the Port 
of Briſtol; and thereupon, it was re- 
ferr'd to the Committee, appointed to 
receive Informations concerning the 
Plot, to examine the Buſinefs,and make 
their Report. . 

In the Afternoon , they preſented 
their Addrefles to his Majeſty, in the 
Banquetting-Houſe, in Anſwer to his 
Laſt Speech; of which, the Chicf Heads 
were theſe: | | 

That they did gratefully acknow- 
ledge his Majeſties Goodnef, in renew- 
ing his Aſſurances of his Readineſs to 
concurr with them for the Security of 
the Proteſtant Religion 3 but that they 
obſery'd, there was a Reſervation an- 
nex'd; 
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nex'd, which if infiſted on, would ren- 
der all his other Inclinations of no Ad- 
vantage to them. 

That ' as to the preſervation of the 
Succeſſion in its Legal Courſe, they 
had not <endeavourd any Inter- 
ruption, except only of the Deſcent 
upon the Perſon of the D. of Tork, 
whom the Inſtruments of the Church 
of Rome, had perverted to their Reli- 
gion. For which Reaſon they did re- 
preſent it as the Iflue of their moſt deli- 
berate Thoughts, That for the Papiſts 
to have their Hopes continued in the 
Expectation of a Popiſh Prince, was 
utterly inconſiſtent with the Safety 
of his perſon, the Preſervation of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and the Welfare 
of his people. 

They farther repreſented to him the 
Danger of his Perſon, from the principles 
| of the Papiſts, which allow the Excom- 
munication and Depoſition of Princes. 

That the Expectation of a Popiſþ Suc- 
ceſlor, had not only encreas'd the Num- 
ber of Papilts in the Kingdom; but al- 
fo prevail'd with others to deſert Prote- 
ſtantiſm, that they might be prepar'd 
for the Favor of the Popiſh Prince. 

That 
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That it had hardened the Papiſis of 
this Kingdom to make a Common purſe, 
provide Arms, and ſollicite the Aid of 
Foreign Princes, to impoſe Popery up- 
on the Nation. 

That it was his Majeſties Glory 
and true Intereſt to be the Prote- 
Qor of all Proteſtants both, at Home 
and Abroad: But if ſuch Hopes ſhould 
remain, what Alliances could be made 
for his Majeſties Allies, and the Pro- 
teſtants abroad to truſt to? 

Then they laid before his Majeſty 
the Evils that -would befal from a Po- 
piſh Succeſſion. 

The Proteſtant Religion would be 
totally overthrown, 

The Pope would be acknowledg'd 
a Supreme, and all things be brought 
under his Juriſdiction. 

The Lives, Liberties and Eſtates 
of all Proteſtants that value their 
Souls, will be adjudged forfeited ; 
in regard, that the Extirpation of 
Hereticks was uſed as an Argument 
to invite Foreign Princes to aſlilt, 
the Duke.

Farther, they deſir'd him to canfider, 
whether, in . Caſe the D. ſhould at- 
tempt to Succeed, whether the Oppoſi- 
tion probable to be made againſt ham, 
might not endanger the Deſcent of the

For which Reaſons, they beſought 
his Majeſty, that when a Rill ſhonld be 
tender'd' him ina [Parhamentary !way, 
he would give his Royal Aflent there- 
to; and,as neceſſary tofortific the ſame, 
that he would alſo affent. to another 
Bill, to enable bis Proteſtant Subjedtts 
to aſſociate for the Defence of his Per- 
ſon, the Proteſtant Religion, and the 
Security of the Kingdom. And thar 
as a famther Means for the Preſervation

The two next days, being the 234. 
and 24th, of December, produc'd little 
for our purpoſe: Only, that upon the 
laſt of the two, upon a Report from 
the Committee, appointed to examine 
the Complaint againſt Mr. Thompſon, a 
Miſter, it was unanimouſly reſolved, 
by the Houſe, That the ſaid Thompſon 
had - publickly defam'd his Majeſty, 
preach'd Sedition, villify'd the Refor- 
mation, and promoted Popery, by af- 
ſerting Popifh Principles, denying the 
Plot, and turning the ſame upon the 
Proteſtants ; and that he had endeavo- 
red to ſubvert the Liberty and 'Proper- 
ty of the Subje&, and the Rights and 
Priviledges of Parliament 3 and that 
he was a Scandal and Reproach to the

FunQionz and thereupon orderd a 
Committee to prepare an Impeachment 
againſt him. After which, the Holydays 
approaching, the Houſe adjourn'd till 
the 30th. of the ſame Month, 

Fa. Can you tell me what Mr. Thomp- 
fon had done to deſerve fo ſevere a Sen- 
tence ? 

Tru. Yes. 

Fa. Pray do then, as ſhort as you 
can. 

Tru. The Firſt Witneſs upon Exami- 
nation at the Committee, ſaid, That in 
a Sermon preach'd by the ſaid Mr. 
Thompſon, upon the 3oth. of Jax, 79. 
He publickly declar'd, That the Preſ- 
bjterians were perſons which the Devil 
bluſh'd atz and that they were worſe 
than either Prieſts or Jellies; and chat 
the Villain Hampden, grudg'd more to 
give the King Twenty Shillings, which 
was his due by Law, for Ship-money 
and Loan, than to raiſe a Rebellion a- 
gainſt him. 

TheSecond Witneſs ſaid the ſame,and 
added, that Thompſon (hould fay, He ho- 
ped the Preſbyterians would be pull'd 
out of their Houſes, and that the Goals 
would be fill'd with thems and wiſh'd 
their Houſes burnt. The 
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The Third ſaid; That Mr. Thompſon, 


at another timeaverr'd, That for a man 
to receive the Sacrament from any o- 
ther Miniſter, than of the Pariſh where 
he dwelt, was Damnation to his Soul ; 
and that he would maintain. the Do- 
(trine. 

The Fourth Witneſs ſaid, That in 
the Fore-mentioned Sermon, Mr. Thomp- 
ſon declared, That there was a great 
talk of a Plot 3 but faid he, a Presy- 
terian is the Man, 

The Fifth, That in the ſame Sermon, 
Mr. Thompſon allerted, That .a Presby- 
terian Brother qua talis, was as great a 
Traytor, as any Prieſt or Jeſuit 3 and 
then condemn'd all the Proceedings of 
Parhaments. 

A Sixth, That ſpeaking of the Act 
for Burying in Woollen, aftirm'd, That 
the Makers of that Law, were a Com- 
pany of Old Fools and Fanaticks ; and 
that he would bring a School-boy , 
thould make a better Act than that. 

A Seventh ſaid, That in a Sermon, 
while the Petitions were on Foot, he 
very much derided and ſcoti'd at them, 
comparing them with the Scotch Petnt- 
on, Qcelivered at Durham, at the Head 
of their Army. M The 
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The Eighth Witneſs ſaid, That in a 
Funeral Sermon of one Mr. Whartor, 
ſpeaking in Commendation of the De- 
ceas'd, he fatd; he was no Schiſmatical, 
Petitioning Rebell. And at another 
time declar'd, That fuch as went to 
Lectures, were the Brats of the Devil. 

A Ninth, That he inveigh'd bitterly 
againſt Petitioning, ſaying, It was the 
Seed of Rebellion; that the Devil (et 
'em on: Work, and would pay 'em their 
Wages; and that before he would ſet 
his Hand to ſuch a Petition, he would 
cut it off. 

A Tenth, That being with Mr. Thomp- 
fon in the Chancel of St. Thomas's Church 
in Briftol, where Queen Elizabeth's Et- 
fipies 1s, he the ſaid Thompſoz, pointing 
his Finger to it, ſaid, That ſhe was a 
Lewd, Infamous Woman; that ſhe was 
a Church-Robber; | and that Hey. 8. 
began it, and ſhe finiſhed it. 

The Eleventh, That 1n the Year 78. 
Mr. Thompſon rail'd in his Sermon againſt 
Henry the Eighth, ſaying, he did more 
Hurt in robbing the Abby-Lands, 
than he did Good by his Reforma-_ 
tion. 


The 
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The Twelfth, That he faid the Plot 
was nothing but a Pre:byterian Plor. 

The Thirteenth ſaid the fame with 
the Ninth. 

The Fourteenth confirm'd what the 
Second had declared. 

The Fifteenth and laſt Evidence de- 
clar'd, That he heard- Mr. Thompſon in 
Diſcourſe affirm, That if he were as 
well ſatisfied of other things, as he was 
of- Juſtification, Auricular Confeflion, 
Penance, Extream Un&tion,and Chriſm 
m Baptiſm, he would not have been 
long ſeparated from the Catholick 
Church; 

That he had endeayor'd to prove 
Auricular Confeſſion and Extream Un- 
Ction out of the Epiſtles. 

That he heard him ſay, the King 
was of a mean and ſoft Temper, eaſily 
led to any thing; but yet a Solomore 
in Vices : But that the D. was a Prince 
of a brave Spirit, faithfulto his Friends; 
but it was our own Faults that he was 
a Roman Catholick, in that we forc'd 
him to fly into France. 

That he would rather cut off his 
Hand than Sign a Petition for Sitting 
of the Parliament. 

M 2 That 
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That Bedloe was not to be credited 
on any thing he\faid, 

That it was better for a. Clergy-man 
to be gelt, than to marry; and that the 
Calviniſts of France were lecherous Fel- 
lows. 

Mr. Thompſon being ask'd, whether 
he were guilty of the Matters laid to 
his Charge, . and deſired to make his 
Defence, did for the greateſt part con- 
fels words ſpoken to that Effet ; and in 
other things, endeavoured to turn the 
words with more favor toward him- 
felf. 

But the Credit of the Witneſſes was 
ſuch, that the Committee was ſoon ſa- 
tisfied, and made their Report to the 
Houſe; upon which enſued the Sen- 
tence, and Judgment of the Houſe be- 
fore recited. 

Upon Thurſday the 3oth. of December, 
the Houſe met again; at which time, 
among other things, not proper for 
this Continuation, it was unanimouſly 
reſolv'd, That no Member of the Houſe 
ſhould accept of any Office,or place of 
Profit from the Crown, without the 
leave of this Houſe; or any promiſe of 
any ſuch Office or place of profit, du- 
rivg 
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ring ſuch time as he ſhould continue 
a Member of the Houſe. 

Friday, the laſt of December, paſs'd 
without any material Tranſaction that 
requires ReJation. 

The next day of Sitting, was the 34. 
of Jannary; upon which day, the Peers 
ſent a Meſſage to the Commons, inti- 
mating, that they had received a Peti- 
tion from Mr. Seymour, wherein he de- 
fir'd a day might aught be appointed 
for his ſpeedy Tryalz of which they 
thought fit to give them Notice, not 
finding any [ſue by Replication. 

Thereupon the Articles againſt Mr. 
Seymonr were read, and a "ono 
order'd to prepare Evidence againſt him, 
and manage the ſameat the Tryal. | 

At the ſame time alſo, the Articles of 
Impeachment againſt Sir William Scroggs 
were read,as having been prepar'd ſome 
days before, by the Committee appoin- 
ted to examine the proceedings of the 
Judges, &c. The Heads of which Re- 
port, and of the Articles themſelves, 
were as follows: 

In the firſt place;the Committee found 
by the Information of Charles Umphre- 
wile, Fore-man of theGrand Jury, for the 
M 3 Hundre'd 
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Hunder'd of Oftn/ſor,, in the. County of 
Middleſex, and others of the fame Jury, 
that ypon the Secand of Jure, 1680. the 
Conſtables were found defeGtive, in not 
preſenting the Papiſts as they ought; up- 
on which they were order'd to. make 
farther Preſentments by the 261h. day 
following; upon which day they met a- 
gain to receive them. That upon the 
faid day, a Bill was broughtthem againſt 

ames, D. of ork, for not coming to 
Church. That about an hour after,they 
receiv'd the ſaid. Bill, ſome of the Jury 
attended the King's Bench with a Petti- 
tion for the Sitting of the Parliament. 
Upon which, the Lord Scroggs raiſed 
many: Scruples, and pretending all the 
Jury were .not 1a the Court, though 
twenty had ſubfcrib'd, ſent for them, 
ſaying, he would diſpatch them pre- 
ſently. Then the Jury being come and 
call'd over,renewed their defire concer- 
ning the Petition 5 To which the C, ]. 
faid, we will not make two words of 
the Buſineſs 3 adding, that the Petition 
was no Article of their Charge ; that 
no Act requir'd the Court to deliver 
the Grand Juries Petition, or to run of 
their Errands; and that there was a Pro- 
clamation 
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clamation concerning them; and that 
'twas much they ſhould come to alter 
the King's Mind, declared in the News 
Book 3 that the Jury reply'd, that they 
only defir'd it with Submiſſion, as other 
Juries had done; that the Court an- 
ſwer'd, that they had medled with what 
was never given them in Charge, but 
had brought in no Bills; that the Jury 
reply'd, they had many before them : 
notwithſtanding which, Judge Foxes told 
them they were diſcharg'd from farther 
Service : which by the Evidence of Mr. 
Aſfiry, Mr. Waterhouſe, and Mr. Ward, 
appear'd not to have been done in their 
memory before. 

The next thing was, that there was a 
Rule of Court made, all the Judges pre- 
ſent,and nine diſſenting, againſt the Prin- 
ting and Publiſhing The Weekly Pacquet 
of Advice or the _— of Popery. 

Thirdly, That there had been a very 
great Latitude taken by ___ in 
impoſing Fines upon perſons found guil- 
ty before them. 

Particularly,that John: Brown of Lon- 
don, Gentleman, for publiſhing a Prin- 
ted Book, call'd, The Long Parliament 
diſſolv/d, was fin'd a Thouſand Marks, 
M 4 bound 
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bound to his good Behaviour for ſeven 
years, and his Name ſtruck out of the 
Roll of Attorneys, without any Offence 
alleadg'd in his Practice. For which fine, 
not being able to pay it, he Jay in Pri- 
ſon three Years; and tho' his Majeſty 
was gracioully pleas'd to pardon him, 
and recommended him, by his Warrant, 
to be reſtor'd again to his place of At- 
torney,yet he could not obtain his ſaid 
Reſtauration from the Court of Kings 
Bench. 

Fa. Pray, what was the great Crime 
which. gave ſo great a Provocation ? 

Tr. Acertain paſlage, which ſeem'd to 
bea kind of Exhortation, or rather a Me- 
morardum, asit were to the Parliament, 
not to betray their Truſts, tothis Effect, 
That no man ought to think it ſtrange, that 
it ſhould be thought Treaſon for a Parlia- 
ment, to fit and ad contrary to the Laws 
of the Land.: For that, if in the firſt Par- 
lianient of R. 2. Grimes and Welton, only 
for lack, of Courage, were adjudg'd evilly 
of High Treaſon, for ſurrcrd'ring the Pla: 
ces committed to their Truſt, How much 
wore the Parliament, ſhonid t! ey turn Re- 
reeadnes to the People that intruſted tem, 
ſurrender all ihe Legal Defence of the Peg: 

ple 
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ple of England,their Lives, Liberties and 


Properties at once, &c. 

2. That John Harrington of Londoy, 
Gent. for ſpeaking theſe wordsin Latin, 
nod noſtra Gubernatio conſiftebat de tri- 
bus Statibus; et ſi Rebellio eveniret in 
Regno, et nec accideret contra omnes tres 
Status, non eft Rebellio, was Fin'd 10001. 
bound to his good Behavior for 7 Years, 
and torecant the words in open Court. 

That Ber. Harris of London,Stationcr, 
for Printing a Book call'd 4» Appeal from 
the Country to the City, was Fin'd 5col. 
to ſtand in the Pillory an Hour, and to 
give Security for his good Behavior, for 
3 Years;thatthe Lord C. ]. Scroggs preſt 
the Court, that he might be publickly 
whipt : but Judge Pemberton, holding 
up his Hands in admjration of ſuch a 
Severity, Judge J-xes pronounced the 
Sentence as before. 

Fa. What was the Crime laid to the 
Charge of that Book ? 

Tr. This particular Paſlage ; We is 
the Courtry, have done our parts in chuling 
for the generality good Members; but if 
they muſt be d:ſſolv'd or prorogu'd, when 
ever they conre to redreſs the Qrievances of 
the Subjed, we maz be pitied, nut blamed, if 
the Plot take eff ee. That 
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That notwithſtanding the Severity of 
the Court,in theſe Caſes,their Mercy and 
Compaſiion was extraordinary in others, 

Particularly, That Tho. Knox,Princi- 
pal in an Indictment of Subornation and 
Conſpiracy, againſt the Teſtimony of 
Dr. Oates tor Sodomy, and the Teſtimo- 
ny of William Bedloe, was only Fin'd 
200 Mark, a Year Impriſonment and ſe- 
curity for the good Behaviar for 3 years; 
that Larne for the ſame Offence, was on- 
ly Fin'd 100 Marks, Pillory'd for an 
hour, and Impriſon'd for one year. 

That Johz Tasborough, on an Inditt- 
ment for Subornation of Stephen Dug- 
dale, tending-to the Overthrow of 'the 
whole Plot, though aftirm'd to'beaper- 
ſon of Quality, was only Fin'd 100 /. 

Ann Price, for the ſame Offence 100 /. 

Nathaniel Thompſon,and Will. Badcock, 
for exhibiting a weekly Libel, call'd,The 
True Domeſtick Intelligence, and known 
to be Popithly affected, Fin'd only each 
of them, 3s. 6 d. 

Matthew Turner,for vending and pub- 
liſhing a Book, call'd, The Compendium, 
wherein the Juſtice of the Nation, in the 
Tryals of the Confpirators,even by ſome 
of thoſe Judges themſcves, is highly ar- 

raign'd, 
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raign'd, and the King's Evidence hor- 
ribly aſpers'd, though known to be the 
Common, notorious Bookſeller about 
the Town, Fin'd only a 100 Marks. 

One Loveland, upon an Inditment, 
for a notorious Conſpiracy, and Subor- 
nation againſt the Life and Honour of 
the D. of Buckingham for Sodomy, Fin'd 
only 51. and Pillory'd for an Hour. 

Richard Chriſtian Eſq; for the ſame 
Offence, Fin'd 100 Marks,and pillory'd 
for an Hour. 

Arth. Obrian,tor the fame offence,fin'd 
only 20 Marks, and pillory'd for an hour. 

Whereupop, it was the unanimous O- 
pinion of the Committee,that the Court 
of Kings Bench, had aCted arbitrarily, 
Illegally, and partially, in favoring Pa- 
piſts, and Perſons Popiſhly affe&ted, and 
oppreſling his Majeſties Proteſtant Sub- 
jects. 

Proceeding farther, they found, that 
ſcyeral of his Majeſties Subjects had been 
Committed,for Crimes Bailable by Law; 
and that their Sureties, though ſufficient, 
were refus'd. Among the reſt, thar 
Henry Care had been fo refus'd the com- 
mon Right of a Subject. 

2. That George Brown, a Conſtable in 
London, having Committed ſome of the 
L. C. 
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L. C. Juſtice's Servants for great Diſor- 
ders, was ſeiz'd by a Tip-ſtaff, by the 
L. C. Juftice's Warrant, and committed 
to the Kings Bench,tho' he tender'd two 
able Citizens, and Common-Council- 
Men of London, for his Bail. 

3. That Francis Smith Bookſeller , 
for Printing certain Obſervations upon Sir 
George. Wakeman's Tryal, was by the 
C. ]. committed to the Kings Bench,tho' 
he tender'd three ſufficient Citizens for 
his Security. 

- That the ſaid C. ]. committed Fare 
Curtis, a Feme Covert, for publiſhing a 
Book, call'd, A Satyr againſt Injuſtice ; 
and tho' her Friends tender'd ſuthcient 
Bail, he ſwore by the Name of God, ſhe 
ſhould go to Priſon; ard that he wouid 
ſhew her no more Mcrcy,than they could 
expeCt from a Wolf that cameta devour 
them, | 

That about the ſame time, Edward 
Berry, a Stationer in Greys Inn,bcing ac- 
cus'd for fe]ling the Obſerr ations upon Sir 
George Wakeman's Trzal, was commit- 
ted by the ſaid C.J. who ſaid, he ſhould 
g0 to PriſOn,tho* he tender a 10200. Se- 
curity; and that afier he kad got his Ha- 
beas Corpus, he was forc'd to attend hve 
Terms b:fore he could be difſchargd. 
Upon 
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Upon which, it was the Reſult of the 
, Committee, that the refuſing Bail, where 
perſons were Bailable by Law, was ille- 
gal, and a high Breach of the Liberty of 
the Subject. 

After that, the ſaid Committee, ta- 
king into Conſideration an Information 
againſt Baron Weſton,they found, by the 
Teſtimonies of John Colt, Richard Mayo, 
and John Peiron, . Gentlemen, that the 
faid Baron had us'd theſe following Ex- 
preſſions in his Charge at Kingſton AC 
lizes, That Zuinglius ſet up bis Fanati- 
ciſm, and that Calvin built upon that bleſ- 
ſed Foundation: And, ſaid he, all his 
Diſciples are feaſon'd with (uch a ſharp- 
nels of Spirit, that it much concerns Ma- 
giſtrates to keep a ſtrict hand over them. 
And now they are reſtleſs, amuſing us 
with Fears, and nothing will ſerve them 
but a Parliament, &c. 

Upon which,the Opinion ofthe Com- 
mittee was, that the Expreſſions in the 
Charge given by Baron Weſtoz, were a 
Scandal ro the Reformation, in derogu- 
tion of the Rights and Priviledges of 
Parliaments; and tending to raiſe Dil 
cord between his Majeſty and his People. 

The Committee then falling again up- 
ON 
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on the Buſineſs of the L. C. ]. 4 
they found by the Examination of Sir 
Robert Atkins, that at Dinner, at the Old 
Baily, Sir Robert Clayton being Mayor, 
he had openly condemn'd petitioning 
for Parliaments, as Fatious, and tending 
to Rebellion; which the Lord Mayor 
juſtifying as the Right of the Subject, put 
the C. ]. into a very great Paſſion. 

That at the Summer Aſtizes, at Mon- 
month, Mr. Arnold, Mr. Price, and Mr. 

Bedloe being in Company, he fell very 
ſeverely in publick, upon Mr. Bedloe, to 
to thediſparagement of hisEvidence,and 
upon Sir Robert's defending Mr. Bedloe, 
he fellinto a paſſion, and ſaid, he believ'd 
Mr. Langhorn died innocently. 

Theſe things being reported to the 
Houſe, the Houſe confirm'd the Reſolu- 
tions of the Houſe in each particular,and 
order'd anImpeachment againſt Baron 
Weſton, and Judge Jones, tor his illegal 
proceedings againſt Mr, Dare, at Somer- 
ſet Aſſzes. 

Fa. Well, but thoſe were thingsonly 
order'd : Come now to the Articlesa- 
gainſt my L. C. ]. which you ſay were 

riected and drawn into Form. 

Tr. The Articles againſt Sir W. Scroggs 
wereeightinall. 2, That 
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1. That being Chief Juſtice -of the 
King's Bench, he had endeavor'd toſub- 
vert the Fundamental Laws and the E- 
ſtabliſh'd Religion and Government of 
the Kingdom, and to introduce Popery 
and Arbitrary Government. 

2. That contrary to his Oath, taken 
duly to adminiſter Juſtice, he had dif- 
charg'd the Grand Jury for the Hunder'd 
of Oſulſton, before they had made their 
Preſentments, or found the Bills of In- 
ditment that were before them, contra- 
ry tothe known courſe of theſaid Court; 
by which illegal Diſcharge, the Preſent- 
mentsof many Papiſts, and other Offen- 
ders, were obſtructed, and a Bill againſt 
the D. of T. for not coming to Church, 
was prevented from being proceeded a- 

ain(t. 

3. That he had caus'd an illegal and 
arbitrary Rule to be enter'd into the 
Kings Bench, againſt the Printing of the 
Weekly Pacquet of Advice from Rome or 
the Hiſtory of Popery ; wherin the Cheats, 
and Superſtitions of the Church of Rome, 
were from time to time expos'd; to the 
manifeſt countenancing of Popery, and 
Diſcouragement of Proteſtants. 

4. That he had moſt notoriouſly de- 
parted 
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parted from all Rules of Juſtice and -E- 
quality, in the jmpolition of Fines upon' 
perſons convicted of Miſdemeanors. 

5. That he had frequently refus'd to 
accept of Bail, though ſufheient and le- 
eally tender'd him by'(everal perſons ac- 
cus'd before him, for Crimes which were 
Bailable by Law: ſeveral of the ſaid 
perſons being only accus'd of Offences 
againſt himſelf; declaring at the fame , 
time, that he refus'd Bail, and commited 
them only to put them to Charges. 

6. That he had granted divers Gene- 
ral Warrrants for attacquing the perſons, 
and ſeizing the Goods of his Majeſtics 
Subjeds, not nam'd, or particularly de- 
{crib'd in the faid Warrants; by means 
wherof their Houſes have been enter'd, 
& their perſons oppreſt contrary to Law. 

7. That tho' he had Try'd and Con- 
demn'd ſeveral of the Offenders in the 
late horid Horid Popiſh Plot, for mur- 
dering the King, &c. Yet he had at di- 
vers times and places openly defam'd 
and (candaliz'd ſeveral of the Witneſles 
who had prov'd the Treaſonsof the Con- 
ſpirators 3 by which means, he did as 
much as in him lay,cndeavor to ſupprels 
and ſtifle the Diſcovery of the ſaid Plot. 
2. Thar 
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8. That his frequent and notorious Ex- 
ceſſes and Debaucheries, and his prophane 


- and Atheiſtical Diſcourſes, were a daily af- 


front to God, a diſhonor to his Majeſty, 
and gave Countenance to all manner of 
Vice'and Wickednels. 

Thereupon it was pray'd, that the ſaid 
Sir William Scroggs might be put to an- 
ſwer the Premiſes, and be in the mean 
time committed to ſafe Cultody. 

But the Ciimes objeaed againſt him, 
not being look'd upon as Capital, he was 
Bail'd by the Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, 
and the Lord Hatton, who became Securi- 
ty for his Forth-ccming 3 during which 
time, his Lordſhip ceas'd to aCtin his Place, 
or ” appear in Weſtzzinſter Hall, as Chief 

uſtice. 
, Tweſday, the 4th. ofs January, Sir William 
Temple delivered a Meiſage from his Maje- 
ſty to the Houſe, in anſwer to their laſt 
Addrels, to this Effet : 

That he had received their Addreſs, with 
all the diſpoſition they could wiſh, to comply 
with their reaſonable Deſires, but that he was 


ſorry to ſee their Thoughts ſo wholly fix'd upon 


the Bill of Excluſjon,as to determine all other 
Remedies for the ſuppreſſing of Popery ineffe- 
Fral; but that he was contirm'd 19 his O- 

N pinion 
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inion againſt it, by the Judgment of the 
Lords who had rejected b ; and that there- 
fore there remain'd nothing more for him 
to anſwer, but to recommend to them all 
other means for the preſervation of the 
Proteſtant Religion, in which they could 
have no reaſon to doubt of his Concurren- 
ces, when they ſhall be preſented him in a 
Parliamentary way. As alſo, to conſider 
the preſent State of the Kingdom, as well 
as the condition of Chriſtendom; fo as to 
enable him to ſecure Tangier, and ſecure 
his Alliances abroad. _. 

The ſame morning, a Meſſage was ſent 
from the Lords,to acquaint the Houſe with 
a Vote which they had paſs'd, declaring, 
that they were fully ſatisfied, that there 
was,and, for divers years,had been, a hor- 
rid and Treaſonable Plot and Conſpiracy 


carried on by the Popiſh Party in Ireland, - 


for Maſſacring the Erghſh, and Subvert- 
ing the Proteſtant Religion, and the Eſta- 

bliſh'd Government of that Kingdom. 
Wedneſday, the 5th. of Jan. paſs'd with- 
out any thing remarkable to our purpoſe. 
The next day, being Tharſday the 6th. 
of Jar. the E. of Tyrone being order'd to be 
impeach'd of High Treaſon,the Lord Dur- 
ſley was order'd to go up to the Bar of the 
| Houſe, 
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Houſe, and perform the Commands of the 
Houſe, and to pray, that he might be com- 
mitted to ſafe Cuſtody. 

Friday, the Articles of Impeachment a- 
gainſt Sir William Scroggs,were carried up 
to the Lords, by the Lord Cavendiſþ, 

The ſame Morning, the Houſe taking 
into conſideration his Majeſties laſt Meſ- 
ſage, made ſeveral Reſolves. 

I. That there was no Security for the 
Proteſtant Religion, the King's Life, orthe 
Eſtabliſh'd Government of the Kingdom, 
without paſling a Bill for diſabling the D. 
of T. to Inherit the Imperial Crown of 
England and Ireland, &c. And that to re- 
ly upon any other means or Remedies,was 
not only inſufficient, but dangerous. 

2. That unleſs a Bill were paſs'd for Ex- 
cluding the D. of TY. the Houſe could not 
give any Supply to his Majeſty, without 
danger to his Majeſties Perſon, the hazard 
of the Proteſtant Religion, and Breach of 
Truſt in them to the People. 

3. That they who had advis'd the Kin 
to inſiſt upon an Opinion againſt the Bill, 
had given ' him- pernicious Counſel, and 
were promoters of Popery, and Enemies 
to the King and Kingdom. 

4. That it was the Opinion of the Houle, 
N 2 that 
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that the E. of Hellifax, the Marqueſs of 
Worceſter, and the E. of Clarendon,were the 
perſons that gave the _ that pernicious 
Advice: And that therefore an Addreſs 
ſhould be made, for their Removal from 
the King's Perſon and Preſence, and from 
their Offices and Employments. 

The Earl of Feverſham was alſo voted a 
promoter of Popery,and the French Inter- 
eſt, and a dangerous Enemy to the King 
and Kingdom. 

The [ans day alſo, they made twoother 
Reſolves, That whoſoever ſhould lend, or 
cauſe to be lent,any Mony, uponthe Bran- 
ches of the King's Revenue, arifing by Cu- 
ſtoms, Exciſe, or Hearth-mony, ſhould be 
adjudg'd Ob(truCtorsof the Sitting of Par- 
liaments, and be reſponſablein Parliament. 

2. That whoſoever ſhould accept or buy 
any Tally of Anticipation, upon any part 
of the King's Revenue; or whoever ſhould 
pay ſach Tally,ſhould be deem'd guilty of 
of the ſame Otferice, and be liable to be 
queſtion'd in Parliament. 

Saturday the 81h. of Jan. the Lords gave 
notice to the Houle, rhat they had appoin- 
ted the Saturdaytollowing, to hear Mr. Sey- 
mor's Cauſe upon his Impeachment 3 and 
ap; the Houle might reply,it they —_ 

t, on - 
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Monday the 10th. of Far. being the laſt 
day of their Seſſion, feveral Reſolves were 
made. 

' I. That whoever advisd his Majeſty to 
prorogue the Parliament,to - other pur- 
poſe, than in order to the paſling the Bill 
of Excluſion, was a Betrayer of the King, 
the Kingdom,and the Proteſtant Religion, 
and a Pcnfioner to France. 

2, That the Members for the City of 
London, ſhould return the Thanks of the 
Houſe to the City,for their manifeſt Loyal- 
ty to the K.ing,theirCharge,and Vigilancy, 
for the preſervation of his Majeſty, and the 
Proteſtant Religion. 

3. That it was their Opinion, that the 
City was burnt by the Papilts, defigningto 
introduce Popery and Arbitrary Power in 
the Nation. 

4. That the Commiſſioners of the Cu- 
ſtoms had wilifully broken the Law, for 
prohibiting the [mportation of French Wines 
and other Commoditiesz which, it they 
ſhould continue, they ſhould be queſtion'd 
in Parliament. 

5. That it was their Opinion, that the D. 
of Monmonth, had been remov'd from his 
Offices and Commands, by the Influ- 
ence of the D. of Torks and therefore or- 
N 3 der'd, 
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der'd, that Application ſhould be made to 
his Majeſty, to reſtore him to all his ſaid 
Commands and Employments. 

6. That it was their Opinion, that the 
proſecuting of Proteſtant Diſlenters, upon 
the Penal Laws, was a grievance to the 
Subject, and an Encouragement to Pope- 
ry, a weakening of the Proteſtant Intereſt, 
and dangerous tothe Peace of the Kingdom. 

Theſe Reſolutions were no ſooner palt, 
but they were ſummon'd by the Uſher of 
the Black Rod, to attend his Majeſty, in 
the Houſe of Peers; at what time his Ma- 
jelty was pleas'd to (ignific his pleaſure for 
a Prorogation, till the 2cth, of the Month. 

Before the Prorogation was pronounc'd 
by the Lord Chancellor, his Majeſty was 
pleas'd to t1gn three Bills,two publick,and 
one private. 

The two publick As were,an addition- 
al Act for Burying in Wollen; and an Act 
for prohibiting the Importation of Cattel 
trom Irelard, 

Fa. Seing then there were no moreBills 
ſign'd, there is ro queſtion to be made,but 
that there were the more depending ; and 
if I Co not miſtake, you promis'd to give 
me a Catalogue of all thoſe that were. un- 
der Co :f1dcration, 

Tr. 
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Tr. I did ſo; and to ſhew you I did not: 
intend to deceive yourExpecation, I have 
here collected them together, as they came 
in their Order to be debated; the Bill of 
Excluſion excepted,of which you have al- 
ready had the Heads.

ed, and ſuffer accordingly. 

7. Forthoſe that (cruple the taking of a- 
ny Oath, the following Declaration ſhall be 
ſufficient, being by them made and ſubſcri- 
bed. 

I acknowledge and declare, & c. That K. 

: Charles 
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Charles the II. is Lawful King of this Realm, 
&c. and that the Pope, neither 7 himſelf.nor 
any Authority of the Church of Rome, or by 
any 'other means, with any other hath any 
Power to depoſe the King, or diſpoſe of his 
Dominions,or to authorize any Foreign Prince 
to invade or annoy his Countreys, or to dif: 
charge any of his Subje&s of their Allegiance 
or Obedience to him, &c. 

8. Such Perſons as ſhall conform to this 
AR, are impowr'd to keep Schools. 

Laſtly, This A& rot to extend to any 
Papiſts or Popiſh Recuſant ; or to any that 
ſhall deny the Doctrine of the Holy Tri 
nity. | 
But now the Term of Prorogation be- 


ing near at hand, his Majeſty was pleas'd 
toiffue forth his Proclamation, bearing 
date the 18th, of January, tor the Diſlol- 
ving of this preſent Parliament, and cal- 
ling a New one, to meet, and be holden 
at Oxford, upon the one and twentieth 
day of March, ncxt crſuing.

that the Refuſal of the Lords to proceed in 
Parliament upon ſuch an Impeachment 
was a denial of Juſtice, and a violation. of 
the Conſtitution of Parliaments. 

Secondly, That in the Caſe of Edward 
Fits-Harris, who had been impeact'd by 
the Commons for High Treaſon before the 
Lords, with a Declaration, that in con- 
venient time they would bring up Articles 
againſt him, for the Lords to reſolve, 
That the ſaid Fits-Harris ſhould be pro- 
ceeded againſt according to the Courſe of 
Common-Law, and not by way of Im- 
peachment in Parliament;at that time, was 
a violation of the Conſtitution of Parlia- 
ments, and an ObſtruAion to the farther 
Diſcovery of the Popiſh-Plot, and of great 
danger to his Majetties Perſon, and the

Upon the M»»4zy next after Faſter-Week, 
came forth His Majeſties Declaration , 
ihewing the Cauſes and Reaſons that 
mov'd him to diſſolve the Two laſt Par- 
liaments. 

Wherein after he had ſet forth with how 
much reluQtancy he did it, and how abſo- 
lute his Intentions were to have comply'd, 
as far as would have conſiſted with the 
very being of the Government , with any 
thing that could have been propos'd to him 
for preſerving the Eſtabliſh'd Religion, the 
Liberty and Property of the Subject at 
home, and ſupporting the Forraign Allian- 
ces, hetook notice of the unſuitable Re- 
turns of the Houſe of Commons ; their Ad- 
dreſſes. in the Nature of Remoaſtrances ; 
their Arbitrary Orders for taking Perſons 
into Cuſtody for Matters that had no 
Relation to their Priviledges ; and their 

ſtrange 
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ſtrange Illegal Votes declaring divers Em- 
minent Perions, Enemies to the King and 
Kingdom, without any Order or Proceſs 
of Law or hearing their Defence. 

That beſides theſe Proceedings they had 
Voted, | 

That whoever ſhould Lend any Money 
upon the Branches of the Revenue, or Buy 
any Tally of Anticipation , or pay any 
ſuch Tally ſhould be adjudged to hin- 
der the fitting of Parliaments, and be 
an{werable the ſame in Parliament. 
Which Votes, inſtead of giving him Aſh. 
ſtance, tended rather to diſable him , and 
to expoſe him to all dangers that might 
happen at Home or Abroad , and to de- 
prive him of the poſſibility of ſupporting 
the Government it ſelf, and to reduce him 
to a more helpleſs Condition. then the 
meanelt of his Subjects. 

That they had Voted the Proſecution of 
Proteſtant Diſſenters,upon the Penal-Laws 
a grievance to the Subject, a weakning to 
the Proteſlant Intereſt, an Encourage- 
ment to Popery, and dangerous to the 
Peace of the kingdom. Whereby they aſſu- 
med to themſelves a Power of ſuſpending 
Acts of Parliament. Which unwarrantable 
Proceedings were the Occaſion of his part- 


ing 
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ing with the firſt Parliament. That ha- 
ving Aſſembled another at Oxford, he gave 
them warning of the Errors of the former, 
and required them to make the Law of the 

Land their Rule, as he reſoly*d it ſhould be 
his. Adding withal,that though he could 
not depart from what he had fo often de- 
clared touching the Succeſſion, Yet to 
remove all Reaſonable fears that might 
ariſe from a Popiſh Succeſſor; if means 
could be found that in ſuch a Caſe the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Government might re- 
main in Proteſtant Hands, he was ready to 
hearken to any expedient for the preſerva- 
tion of the Eſtabliſh'd Religion without 
the DeſtruCtion of Monarchy. 

Notwithſtanding all which,no expedient 
could be found, but that of a Total Exclu- 
fion, which he was ſo nearly concern'd in 

Honour, Juſtice and Conſcience not to 
Conſent to. Nor did he be'ieve, as he had 
Reaſon ſo to do,but that if he had in the laſt 
Parliament- at Weſtminſter conſented to a 
Bill of Excluſion ;that the Intent was not to 
havereſted there, but: to have attempted 
ſome other great and important Changes. 
That the buſineſs of Firs-Harris,impeacl'd 


by the Commons of High Treaſon, and by 


the Lords referred to the Ordinary Courle 
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bf Law, was On a ſuddain carried to that 
'Extremity by the Votes of the Houſe of 
Commons, March 26. That there was 
-no poſſibility left of a Reconciliation. 

Whereby an impeachment was made 
uſe of, to ; Ho a Tryal direCted againſt 
a-profeffed Papift, charg'd with Trea- 
ſons of an extraordinary Nature. 

That nevertheleſs he wasreſolv'd that 
no Irregularities in Parliaments ſhould 
make him out of I ove with them, but by 
the Bleſſing of God toghave frequent 
' Parliaments, and both in and out of Par- 
liament , to ule all his utmoſt endea- 
yours to extirpate Popery, and to 
redreſs the Grievances of his good Sub- 
jets, and in all things to Govern ac- 
cording to the Laws of the Kingdom. 
This Declaration being publiſhed, was 
likewiſe ordered to be read in all Chur- 
ches and Chapples thoroughout the 
Kingdom. And thus my dear Friend 
Fame ( for thou art ſome times a Friend 
to me as well as to Falſhood) I have 
beenCandid toward thee,in giving Thee 
plainly without Comment or Obſerva- 
tions either on the one {ide or the other, 
atrue Accompt of the most Memorable 
paſſages of the Two laſt —_— in

aſhftance of thy Memory. Now take 
thy flight, and, make the beſt Uſe of 
thy Pacquet which thou canſt.
